IN DEFENSE OF 
CLAIMING 

After reading David LengeFs let¬ 
ter in the October issue of Mid- 
Atlantic Thoroughbred, I felt that a 
reply to balance the view of the 
issues raised was in order. Mr. 
Lengel suggests that claiming 
races are driving people away 
from horse racing, and that the 
claiming system encourages 
“dumping of unsound animals” 
on unsuspecting owners, is 
essentially cruel and inhumane 
to the horses and hurts the pub¬ 
lic image of the sport. Therefore 
he believes claiming and claim¬ 
ing races should be eliminated. 

Oh, really? Would eliminating 
claiming races really lead to rac¬ 
ing nirvana? 

I highly doubt it. First of all, 
let us not forget the show busi¬ 
ness adage “the show must go 
on.” Far from being motivated 


by cruel and inhumane purposes, 
stewards, state veterinarians and 
other racing officials understand 
that the business of racing is 
running horses in races. Horses 
who are “racing sound” go to 
the post every day, at every track, 
without guarantee, warranty or 
any other promises of safe 
return. This is the nature of the 
business and it has not changed 
in the 35 years Fve spent as a fan 
and participant in the sport. If 
there were 15 levels of allowance 
races instead of roughly four, the 
bottom levels would be occupied 
by the same animals who cause 
Mr. LengeFs heart to bleed today. 
Owners still have to pay expenses, 
cards still have to be filled, race 
day medication would still be 
used and the economic viability 
of the sport's future still would 
need the same attention that it 
does currently with claiming 
races as a staple. 

If claiming were eliminated, I 
suspect that there would simply 


be more private sales of “racing 
sound” horses and as always it’s 
up to the buyer to apply due dili¬ 
gence before the money changes 
hands. The possibility that a pri¬ 
vately purchased horse has a 
breathing problem, ulcer or 
other undisclosed (or possibly 
unknown) problem is the same 
as for a claimed horse. Certainly, 
as a veteran racing fan and 
owner, Mr. Lengel must under¬ 
stand that other Thoroughbred 
race horse owners are in the 
game for the excitement, the 
thrill of the competition and the 
challenge of showing a profit 
doing something they love. They 
are not to be confused with 
Saturn dealers. No one is forcing 
Mr. Lengel to claim horses drop¬ 
ping dramatically in class in an 
attempt to get something for 
nothing. From the emotional 
tone of his letter, it appears that 
he may have suffered the loss of 
one of his horses (and invest¬ 
ment) under these circumstances 


recendy. If true, this is certainly 
a shame, but should be taken as 
a learning experience, not a rea¬ 
son to indict the entire sport and 
its cast of characters. 

No one likes to see a horse 
go down and see the blue cur¬ 
tain come out. It’s a horrible, 
indelible, but inevitable side 
effect of racing Thoroughbred 
horses. We can study it, decry it, 
but we can’t legislate it out of 
existence. We have no choice 
but to accept it as the bad that 
always accompanies the good. 

Lest the readers and Mr. 
Lengel dismiss my comments 
out of hand, I have walked a 
mile in his shoes. I was a co¬ 
owner of Dha Pog, Pennsyl¬ 
vania’s horse of the year as well 
as claimer of the year in 2000. I 
witnessed in horror as she shat¬ 
tered an ankle in a race on July 
17, 2001, at Philadelphia Park 
and was humanely destroyed. 
Your mind refuses to grasp what 
your eyes are seeing and the only 
thought at the time is that you’ll 
never be able to erase the image. 
But had claiming not existed, 
Team Central would have 
missed the thrill of a lifetime we 
experienced racing this valiant 
horse whom we claimed for only 
$5,000. Until something better 
comes along, and nothing has, 
claiming is the fairest system of 
buying and selling race horses 
that man has devised.

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MAGNA FINALIZES PURCHASE OF 
MARYLAND JOCKEY CLUB 


N ovember 27, 2002, marked 
a milestone in the history 
of Maryland Thorough¬ 
bred racing, when the Frank 
Stronach-led Magna Entertain¬ 
ment Corp. completed its pur¬ 
chase of a majority interest in 
the Maryland Jockey Club, cor¬ 
porate owner of Laurel Park, 
Pimlico and Bowie Training 
Center. 

The deal, which establishes 
the tracks 5 value at $117.5 mil¬ 
lion, was approved by the Mary¬ 
land Racing Commission, by a 
vote of 9-0, on November 13. 

Joe De Francis, who has 
headed the Maryland tracks 
since the death of his father 
Frank De Francis in 1989, 
remains in charge of the day-to- 
day operations. De Francis and 
his sister Karin retain a 49 per¬ 
cent interest in the tracks. 

Under the terms of the pur¬ 
chase agreement, Magna spent 
$49 million to buy out the De 
Francises 5 minority partners 
Martin Jacobs, the Laurel Guida 
Group and Leucadia National 


Corp., and assumed an addition¬ 
al $30.2 million in debt. 

Joe and Karin De Francis 
received $1.6 million in exchange 
for a portion of their equity. 
Magna also paid the De 
Francises $9.2 million apiece for 
the right to buy out their inter¬ 
ests four years from now. If 
Magna exercises those options, 
the De Francises will receive an 
additional total of approximately 
$18.3 million. The De Francises 
can sell their interest to Magna at 
any time during the next five 
years. 

A separate agreement be¬ 
tween the Maryland Racing 
Commission and Magna calls for 
the tracks to spend $15 million 
on improvements to the back- 
stretches and racing surfaces 
within the next 18 months. 
Magna has pledged to spend an 
additional $15 million, bringing 
the total improvements to $30 
million. 

The commission will oversee 
the upgrades. 


T he Jockey Club reminds 
owners and breeders that a 
valid attempt to name foals 
of 2001 must be made by 
February 1, 2003, to avoid a $50 
late fee.

FEBRUARY 1 IS DEADLINE 
FOR NAMING FOALS 
OF 2001 


C olonial Downs will con¬ 
duct a 30-day live race 
meet this summer, from 
June 13 through July 22. The 
Virginia Racing Commission 
approved the dates at its 
November 20 meeting. 

The 2003 meet will be four 
days longer than last year’s, and 
represents a compromise 
between the track and the 
commission. Colonial Downs 
originally requested 27 days,

DELAWARE HANDICAP 
GAINS GRADE 2 STATUS

T he Delaware Handicap will 
begin a new chapter in its 
storied existence this sum¬ 
mer when it moves up to Grade 
2 status for its 66th running. 

The Delaware Handicap, 
run as a Grade 3 event from 
1996 to 2002, was the only Mid- 
Atlantic race upgraded in the 
annual grading session con¬ 
ducted by the American Graded 
Stakes Committee of the Thor¬ 
oughbred Owners and Breeders 
Association. 

The 2002 running of the 
Delaware Handicap, worth 
$600,000, featured one of the 
most exciting contests of the 
season as Edward P. Evans’s 
Summer Colony dashed up in 
the final strides to claim a neck 
victory over Maryland-bred 
champion Your Out. 

Two Mid-Atlantic fixtures 
were downgraded from Grade 
2 to Grade 3 for 2003: the 
Pegasus Handicap at Meadow- 
lands, and the Philip H. Iselin 
Handicap at Monmouth Park. 

The Committee reviewed 
741 unrestricted U.S. stakes 
races with a purse of at least 
$75,000, and assigned graded 


status to 487 of them, one 
more than were graded in 2002. 

A total of six graded races 
were upgraded, including three 
new Grade 1 races and three 
new Grade 2 races; 10 new 
Grade 3 races were identified. 
Nine races which carried Grade 
3 status in 2002 are no longer 
graded. 

Three races were upgraded 
to Grade 1 status for 2002: the 
Suburban Handicap at Belmont 
Park, Triple Bend Breeders’ 
Cup Handicap at Hollywood 
Park and Diana Handicap at 
Saratoga. 

Three races were downgrad¬ 
ed from Grade 1 to Grade 2 for 
2003: the Gulfstream Park 
Handicap at Gulfstream Park, 
Oaklawn Handicap at Oaklawn 
Park and Beverly Hills Handi¬ 
cap at Hollywood Park. 

Two other races were 
upgraded to Grade 2 status for 
2003: the Best Pal Stakes at Del 
Mar and the Silverbulletday 
Stakes at Fair Grounds. The 
Illinois Derby, originally sched¬ 
uled for downgrading to Grade 
3 in 2003, will retain its Grade 2 
status. 


Also downgraded from 
Grade 2 to Grade 3 in 2003 was 
the San Bernardino Handicap 
at Santa Anita Park. 

The 10 new graded races for 
2003 are the Toboggan Handi¬ 
cap at Aqueduct; Carry Back 
Stakes, Spend a Buck Handicap 
and Smile Sprint Handicap at 
Calder; the Lecomte Stakes and 
Whirlaway Handicap at Fair 
Grounds; the Transylvania 
Stakes, Sycamore Breeders’ Cup 
Stakes and Shakertown Stakes 
at Keeneland; and the WinStar 


Distaff Handicap at Lone Star 
Park. 

Eight races moved from 
Grade 3 to ungraded status for 
2003: the Gallant Fox Handi¬ 
cap, Rare Treat Handicap and 
Stymie Handicap at Aqueduct; 
Ascot Handicap at Bay Mea¬ 
dows; Cowdin Stakes at Bel¬ 
mont Park; Tanforan Handicap 
at Golden Gate Fields; and the 
Honeybee Stakes and Rebel 
Stakes at Oaklawn Park. Laurel 
Park’s Laurel Dash Stakes was 
not eligible for grading in 2003.

ANTHONY 

AGNELLO 

Anthony (Tony) Agnello, who 
piloted numerous winners to 
earn well over $10 million in 
purses during a riding career that 
spanned four decades, died 
November 30. He was 54. 

Mr. Agnello rode regularly for 
such trainers as Dickie Dutrow, 
Sonny Hine, Bill Wolfendale and 
J.B. Secor, and was an exercise 
rider for other noted stables, 
including the private establish¬ 
ment of owner Bayard Sharp 
and trainer Charlie Peoples. 

“He was an extremely gifted 
and talented rider—one of the 



very best/' said Mr. Secor, recall¬ 
ing how Mr. Agnello returned 
from a five-year layoff to ride 
the outstanding Secor-trained 
sprinter D. Guilford to a near 
course-record-setting victory at 
Delaware Park. 

Mr. Agnello started out gal¬ 
loping horses for Delaware- 
based trainer Eugene Weymouth 
in the early 1960s, then lived and 
worked on the Secor family farm 
in Monkton, Md., before he 
began riding races in 1966. He 
rode his last race in 1994. 

Among his career highlights 
was winning with seven consec¬ 
utive mounts on August 22 and 
23, 1992, at Delaware Park. 


ROBERT CONNORS 

Robert F. Connors, 66, a long¬ 
time trainer who campaigned at 
tracks throughout the Mid-At¬ 
lantic region, died November 15. 

Mr. Connors was a promi¬ 
nent rodeo rider and polo player, 
managing the Brandywine Polo 
Club in Pennsylvania and the 
Gulfstream Polo Club in Florida 
before launching his career as a 
trainer in 1973. 

Since 1976 he had trained 
some 25 stakes winners, includ¬ 
ing Felter On the Quay, Archie 
Beamish, Clarify and Escaping, 
winner of the 1999 Sweet and 
Sassy Stakes at Delaware Park. 


LADDIE DANCE: LONGTIME FASIG-TIPTON 
AUCTIONEER AND PROMINENT OWNER 



M ilton J. (Laddie) Dance 
Jr., the charismatic Fasig- 
Tipton sales company 
auctioneer who moved in horse 
racing's elite circles for more 
than a half-century, died Nov¬ 
ember 28. He was 76. 

Mr. Dance and his wife 
Jeanne (Jinny) Vance were most 
widely known in recent years as 
the owners of Lemon Drop 
Kid, the $200,000 Keeneland 
September Yearling sales pur¬ 
chase who won the 1999 Bel¬ 
mont Stakes-Gl and the follow¬ 
ing year annexed four major 
stakes, including the Whitney 
and Woodward (both Grade 1) 
to earn an Eclipse Award as the 
nation's champion older male. 
Lemon Drop Kid, a son of 
Kingmambo, was then sold by 
Dance and Vance for $30 mil¬ 
lion. 

A Marylander by birth, Mr. 
Dance retained strong ties to 
the state. He and his wife con¬ 
tinued to maintain their 250- 
acre Taylor's Purchase Farm in 
Sparks, Md., which they operat¬ 
ed as a top-class commercial 
yearling nursery in the 1960s 
and '70s. However, for the past 
several years the couple had 
resided mosdy at their home in 
Manalapan, Fla. 


Mr. Dance followed his 
father Milton J. Dance Sr. into 
the auction business, going to 
work at an early age for the firm 
his father had founded in 1912. 

He served with a Navy tor¬ 
pedo-bomber unit in the Pacific 
theater during World War II. 

In the early 1950s, Mr. Dance 
joined Fasig-Tipton, launching 
a 45-year career during which he 
charmed the crowds at hun¬ 
dreds of auctions, from Sara¬ 
toga, N.Y., to Timonium, Md. 

“There wasn't a better set of 
eyes at any auction, anyplace, 
anytime," said his nephew Steve 
Dance, who now runs the fami¬ 
ly's original auction firm. “He 
didn’t miss a thing." 

Mr. Dance's career nearly 
ended in the early 1970s, when 
he was found to have cancer of 
the vocal cords. After drastic i 
surgery that helped him over- | 
come the illness, he and his wife 3 
donated funds to establish the 
cancer treatment center that 
bears his name at Greater 
Baltimore Medical Center in 
Maryland. 

Mr. Dance left Fasig-Tipton 
in 1993, when he and his long¬ 
time colleague, sales announcer 
John Finney, founded their own 


auctioneering firm. Horsemen's 
Bloodstock Services Inc., based 
in Laurel, Md. The firm dis¬ 
banded after Mr. Finney died in 
1995. 

Mr. Dance was the former 
husband of Marguerite (Marge) 
Finney Dance, daughter of the 


late Fasig-Tipton president and 
longtime Maryland Horse maga¬ 
zine editor Humphrey S. Finney. 
Marge Dance retired in early 
2002 from a 40-year career as an 
editor with The Maryland Horse 
and its successor, Mid-Atlantic 
Thoroughbred.

IN MEMORIAM 



KATHARINE W. MERRYMAN: 
HOMEBREDS WERE HER FORTE 


K atharine Warfield (Kitty) 
Merryman, who with her 
late husband John B. Merry¬ 
man successfully bred and 
raced horses in Maryland for 
nearly 50 years, died November 
22 at age 79. Mr. Merryman 
died in 1993. 

The Merrymans, propri¬ 
etors of The Orebanks farm in 
Sparks, Md., also left a remark¬ 
able legacy through their six 
children, five of whom have 
made careers as Thoroughbred 
owners and trainers. 

Mrs. Merryman, whose 
grandfather Edwin W Warfield 
was Governor of Maryland 
from 1904 to ’08, grew up on a 
centuries-old family estate, 
Oakdale, in Maryland’s Howard 
County, and began foxhunting 
and showing horses at an early 
age. She attended the Maryland 
Institute College of Art and did 
industrial drafting before mar¬ 
rying Mr. Merryman in 1947. 

Breeding and racing horses 
on a major scale was not a goal 
for Mrs. Merryman back then. 
“I made Johnny promise we 
would never have more than 
two horses at one time,” she 
recalled in a 1988 Maryland 
Horse interview. But Mrs. Mer- 
ryman’s devotion and enthusi¬ 
asm for the business eventually 


would match that of her hus¬ 
band. 

The Merrymans bred and 
raced numerous stakes winners, 
with the most notable being 
Twixt, winner of 18 stakes and 
$619,141. Maryland-bred horse 
of the year in 1973 and ’74, 
Twixt held the record for num¬ 
ber of stakes wins by a Mary¬ 
land-bred (on the flat) when she 
retired from competition in 
1975, at the age of 6. 

Like virtually all of the Mer¬ 
rymans’ good runners, Twixt 
(by Native Dancer’s well-known 
son Restless Native) reflected 
her breeders’ skill in pedigree 
crosses and knack for finding 
bargains. The Merrymans 
bought Twixt’s dam Eveleen 
(by Quarter Deck) at the 1966 
Maryland Fall sale for $2,000. 

Other Merryman stakes 
winners have included Smart ’n 
Quick, Due North, Rebuff, 
Pistol White, Push ’n Six, Run 
Spot, Lady Lyndy and Wood 
Fox. 

Their success in racing 
homebreds was recognized in 
1988 with the Thoroughbred 
Owners and Breeders Associ¬ 
ation (TOBA) award for Mary¬ 
land. 

Continuing the family’s 
horse involvement are daugh¬ 


ters Katy Voss, Ann Merryman 
and Liz Hendriks, and sons 
Edwin Merryman and John 


Merryman Jr. Mrs. Merryman’s 
sister Louise Stump is also a 
Maryland horsewoman.

Resolution of 
racing dates 
allows Virginia to 
move forward 


T he war is over, and recon¬ 
struction has begun. For the 
first time in three years, the 
turning of the calendar to 
January 1 did not signal a new 
round of hostilities over racing 
dates for the so-called Maryland/ 
Virginia racing circuit. 

The once-burning issue of 
when Virginia will race, and con- 
sequendy when Maryland will 
shut down, became a non-issue 
in February 2002, when the 
organization representing Mary¬ 
land’s owners and trainers, the 
Maryland Thoroughbred Horse¬ 
men’s Association (MTHA), 
signed an agreement with the 
Maryland Jockey Club (MJC), 
which owns and operates Laurel 
Park and Pimlico and also is hired 
to operate Virginia’s Colonial 
Downs. 

The agreement, which will 
remain in effect through early 
June 2006, covers a number of 
items, two of which essentially 
defused the volatile debate 
regarding the summer racing 
schedule: Laurel Park and Pim¬ 
lico are committed to running at 
least 220 days of live racing each 
year, and the MTHA will sup¬ 
port whatever dates the MJC 
chooses to shut down in order to 
accommodate live racing at 
Colonial Downs. 

In place of the long, drawn- 
out discussions of the last two 
years, there was barely a murmur 
over this year’s schedule. 

The Maryland Racing Com¬ 
mission, which delayed final 
action on racing dates until 
months after the season had 
begun in 2001 and 2002, 
approved the 2003 schedule at 
its meeting last October. 

Colonial Downs’s 2003 meet¬ 
ing, to consist of 30 days from 
June 13 through July 22, was 
approved at the November 
meeting of the Virginia Racing 
Commission. 

The opportunity to race in 
early summer is considered cru¬ 
cial by many Virginia horsepeo- 
ple, who have seen significant 
gains in business at Colonial 
Downs since the switch was 
made from fall to summer for 
2001 and ’02. 


And now that its favored 
spot on the calendar apparently 
is secure, at least for the next 
several years, Virginia’s racing 
industry has finally begun to 
move forward—dare we say it— 
in a spirit of relative unity. 

A major source of con¬ 
tention, between those who 
favor lots of racing dates (and 
lower purses) vs. shorter meet¬ 
ings (and higher purses), has 
evolved into a middle ground, at 
least for the time being. Approx¬ 
imately 30 days, with purses 
averaging $200,000 a day, is a 
formula supported by horsemen 
and track operators and, with 
some reluctance, by the racing 
commission. 

N aturally, everyone wants 
Virginia’s Thoroughbred indus¬ 
try to grow—that means a larger 
and more enthusiastic fan base, a 
larger horse population, more 
breeding farms, etc., etc. 

And the focus, among indus¬ 
try leaders, is now on expanding 
Virginia’s off-track betting net¬ 
work. There is room for imme¬ 
diate expansion, since existing 
state law allows for six OTB 
sites, and so far Colonial Downs 
has built only four. But these 
things are never easy. Any Vir¬ 
ginia jurisdiction that is consid¬ 
ering an OTB site must conduct 
a referendum on the issue. And 
campaigning for these local elec¬ 
tions is a costly enterprise. 

That’s where the new spirit of 
cooperation comes into play. 
Virginia’s horsemen, through 
their official representative, the 
Virginia Horsemen’s Benevolent 
and Protective Association 
(HBPA), have joined with Colo¬ 
nial Downs and the Maryland 
Jockey Club in an initiative that, 
it is hoped, will lead to construc¬ 
tion of additional OTBs. The 
three groups have agreed to a 
contract that is to be presented 
to the racing commission this 
month. 

Included in the contract is a 
proposal that horsemen share 
expenses for additional OTBs. 

Horsemen and race tracks 
piecing together a vision of the 
future? 

That, in itself, is progress. #

Mid-Atlantic region's most 
challenging race of 2003 will 
take place in the political 
arena, with both Maryland and 
Pennsylvania getting down to 
the drive on slot machines,

A s the vote tallies rolled in on 
November 5 in Pennsyl¬ 
vania and Maryland, the 
smiles kept growing wider on 
the faces of horsemen and race 
track operators in those states. 
Few may have cared that the 
Republicans regained control of 
the U.S. Senate or that the 
Democrats took a beating in 
general, but they were transfixed 
on what local elections would 
mean for their industries and the 
one issue that is seen as nothing 
less than a salvation: the legaliza¬ 
tion of slot machines. That was 
why there was so much celebrat¬ 
ing. The pro-slots guys won. 

As expected, Democrat Ed 
Rendell won the gubernatorial 
election in Pennsylvania. Though 
his opponent, Mike Fisher, was 
also on record favoring slot 
machines at the Pennsylvania 
tracks, his support was more 
lukewarm than RendelPs. In 
Maryland, pro-slots candidate 
and Republican Robert L. 
Ehrlich Jr. upset Democrat 
Kathleen Kennedy Townsend, 
who was opposed to additional 
gaming at race tracks. Ehrlich 
will replace Parris Glendening, 
an unwavering foe of slots at the 
state’s race tracks. 

There’s even been some 
good news in New Jersey, where 
there hasn’t been much to cheer 
about lately. There was not a 
gubernatorial election in the 
Garden State in 2002, but both 
horsemen and race track offi¬ 
cials sense that the climate has 
changed in recent months and 
that either video lottery termi¬ 
nals or slot machines could be 
up and running at the state’s race 
tracks in the not so distant 
future. 

Though no one seems to 
want to appear overconfident, 
slots at Philadelphia Park and 
Penn National, as well as har¬ 
ness tracks Pocono Downs and 
The Meadows, seem to be an 
inevitability. The Maryland situ¬ 
ation is a little less clear. Ehrlich 
wants slots to be legalized in 
2003, but some legislators say 
they will only support slots if 
the issue is approved through a 
public referendum, which would 
delay any action until 2004. Still, 
Ehrlich's victory has given the 
Maryland racing industry reason 
for optimism, something that 
never existed while Glendening 


was in office or while Townsend 
led in the polls. 

The economic woes that 
have beset the country in recent 
years and have stretched state 
tax coffers have oddly resulted 
in good news for horse racing. 
Politicians need a quick fix to 
close budget deficits and slot 
machines are seen as an easy 
answer to complicated prob¬ 
lems. In Pennsylvania, Rendell 
campaigned on a pledge to 
lower property taxes and find 
alternative ways to help fund 
education. He argued that he 
could raise $469 to $550 million 
annually with the legalization of 
slots at the state’s four race 
tracks. The majority of Pennsyl¬ 
vania voters were on his side. 

A Quinnipiac University poll 
indicated that Pennsylvania vot¬ 
ers supported Rendell’s plan by a 
56 to 35 margin. Ehrlich wants 
to raise $800 million annually, 
which he, too, has pegged for 
education. Budget deficits in 
both states have ballooned and 
could go as high as $1.8 billion. 

Rendell, who will be sworn in 
January 21, has vowed to waste 
little time pushing his slots agen¬ 
da. The governor and the leg¬ 
islative leaders will have to agree 
on a bill legalizing slots, which, 
the Pennsylvania racing industry 
hopes, will quickly be signed 
into law. The one potential dan¬ 
ger is that both houses of the 
Pennsylvania legislature are con¬ 
trolled by Republicans, but 
observers see that as only a 
minor problem. 

“There should not be prob¬ 
lems,” said Dan Beren, a lobbyist 
who represents Penn National 
Gaming. “We’ve seen legislators 
who were reluctant to do this 
before who are supportive now. 
However, the one warning flag 
is that if there is a proliferation 
of sites we could run into some 
problems. The opponents have 
always said this is just opening 
the door to more. People in the 
middle could live with the exist¬ 
ing situation, with slots just at 
these race tracks. If you get into 
large increases in the number of 
places that would be authorized 
to have slots, then we will lose 
support. But the industry can be 
pretty optimistic this will hap¬ 
pen.” 

At Philadelphia Park, efforts 
are already underway to see that 
slots can be brought into the 
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track as soon as possible once 
they are legalized, said the track’s 
chief executive officer Hal 
Handel. 

Like most people, Handel 
says he would only be guessing if 
he predicted when slots might 
be up and running at Philadel¬ 
phia Park. But he had no prob¬ 
lems predicting how bright the 
future will be for a Philadelphia 
Park that has slot machines. 

“We are very excited about 
this,” he said. “If it happens, it 
will be a huge, huge opportunity 
for this company, this track and 
for Pennsylvania racing. We are 
already getting inquiries from 
top stables that would have 
never expressed any interest in 
racing here had it not been for 
the possibility of slots.” 

Purses will depend on how 
much revenue the machines take 
in and the amount that is ear¬ 
marked for purses, which is 
about 10 percent at most tracks 
that have slots. While it’s too 
early to say what the precise 
impact on purses will be, Handel 
said he believes Philadelphia 
Park can offer some of the best 
purses in the country. 

“I believe we will be able to 
offer as much in purse money as 
a track like Aqueduct does or 
even Belmont, with the excep¬ 
tion of their big days in the fall,” 
said Handel. “That’s our goal— 
to be competitive with the best 
overnight purse structures of 
any track on the East Coast. 
We’d like to have a major trans¬ 
formation to our program 
here.” 

Penn National executives are 
likely just as optimistic about a 
future that includes slot machines 
at their track. However, they 
have had little to say on the sub¬ 
ject. Richard Schnaars, Penn 
National’s vice-president and 
general manager, said it would 
be inappropriate to speculate 
until a slots bill has been signed. 

The slots possibilities will 
also likely change the makeup of 
Pennsylvania’s Thoroughbred 
circuit. For obvious reasons, a 
lot of people suddenly want to 
own a race track in the state. 
There are a limited number of 
licenses to operate Thorough¬ 
bred tracks and two already 
belong to Penn National and 
Philadelphia Park. A third has 
been snapped up by MTR 
Gaming Group Inc., which

operates Mountaineer Park in 
West Virginia. It plans to oper¬ 
ate a race track in Erie, which 
will be called Presque Isle 
Downs. Construction on the 
track is scheduled to be com¬ 
pleted in 2004. 

The final license is still up for 
grabs. Philadelphia Park has 
applied to build a race track in 
Chester, which would be called 
Seaport Park. According to 
Handel, Seaport Park would 
operate as a circuit with Phila¬ 
delphia Park, holding a meet in 
the neighborhood of 50 days. It 
would not include a barn area 
because there is ample stabling 
at Philadelphia Park. A group of 
owners and trainers formed by 
attorney Salvatore DeBunda, a 
director of the Pennsylvania 
Thoroughbred Horsemen’s 
Association, has applied for the 
remaining license. 

The attitude at Maryland race 
tracks is not unlike that at 
Pennsylvania race tracks. Horse¬ 
men and track officials have 
been heartened by the election 
and are anxiously awaiting fur¬ 
ther developments, hoping that 
in time slot machines will be 
added at Pimlico and Laurel. In 
addition, William Rickman, who 
owns Delaware Park, has been 
issued a license by the Maryland 
Racing Commission to operate a 
race track in Allegany County in 
the western portion of the state. 

The mood among politicians 
in Maryland seems to be less 
pro-slots than it is in Pennsyl¬ 
vania. Several key legislators 
have said that the best way to 
approach the slots issue is to let 
the voters decide, which would 
delay things by at least a year. 
Obviously, that’s not what the 
race tracks want. 

“To quote from Governor 
Ehrlich’s acceptance speech, ‘I 
hope our time in the desert is 
over,’” Joe De Francis, chief 
executive officer of the Mary¬ 
land Jockey Club, told reporters 
shortly after the election. “We’ve 
been at a severe competitive dis¬ 
advantage for the past six years. 
Governor Ehrlich brings a 
major change in direction that is 
going to help protect and pre¬ 
serve an industry that employs 
close to 20,000 Marylanders.” 

A delay on the slots issue, 
however, may be unfeasible for a 
government that is counting on 
the machines to close a huge 
budget gap. Maryland race track 


officials are hoping that the 
state’s desperate need for cash 
can facilitate passage of a bill 
legalizing slots. The Maryland 
Jockey Club is hoping that slots 
can double purses, which are 
currently in the neighborhood of 
$175,000 a day. 

Slot machines at tracks in 
Pennsylvania and Maryland 
could be devastating for the 
Thoroughbred industry in New 
Jersey, which is already strug¬ 
gling through several problems, 
including a dispute between 
track management and horse¬ 
men over the total number of 
live racing dates. The mood is 
particularly glum after on-track 
handle dropped 30.6 percent at 
last fall’s Meadowlands meet, 
where attendance was down 16.8 
percent and total average daily 
handle fell 19.6 percent. 

The Monmouth meet remains 
the centerpiece of the Jersey rac¬ 
ing season, but Monmouth 
would likely lose horses in 
droves to Philadelphia Park if it 
can’t stay competitive with that 
track in purses. It appears that 
New Jersey politicians may be 
waking up to the fact that the 
racing industry in their state has 
to do something to keep up with 
its neighbors. 

“There is growing concern 
about racing in this state with 
slot machines possibly coming 
to Maryland and Pennsylvania 
and that concern is reaching new 
levels of people who understand 
the issues,” said Bruce Garland, 
senior vice-president of racing 
for the New Jersey Sports and 
Exposition Authority, which 
operates Monmouth and the 
Meadowlands. “Combine that 
with the state budget—and it is 
my understanding that New 
Jersey is looking to close a large 


budget gap—then, yes, there is 
some interest in this state in 
exploring additional gaming at 
the race tracks.” 

The New Jersey situation has 
always been complicated by the 
presence of casinos in Atlantic 
City and their powerful lobby. As 
long as the casino interests did 
not want racinos, there was very 
little chance the tracks would be 
able to have slots. Dennis Drazin, 
the lead counsel for the New 
Jersey Thoroughbred Horse¬ 
men’s Association, says that the 
mood is changing in Atlantic 
City. 

“They were never in favor of 
having slots at race tracks until 
they started to see the possibili¬ 
ties of them in places like New 
York and the Philadelphia area,” 
Drazin said. “They are afraid of 
losing customers to those race 
tracks. Once they start losing 
customers, they need to find a 
way to compete that is least 
offensive to them.” 

That, said Drazin, could be a 
partnership with the race tracks 
in which a portion of the race 
track slot profits go to the 
Adantic City casinos. He said he 
is “90 percent sure” that there 
will be some form of gaming, 
either slots or video lottery ter¬ 
minals, at the New Jersey tracks 
in the near future. 

No matter what transpires in 
Maryland, New Jersey and Penn¬ 
sylvania in the months and years 
ahead, it is clear that the overall 
racing picture in the Mid-Atlantic 
states is about to undergo major 
changes. There may be some 
nervous race track executives at 
Delaware Park, which is sand¬ 
wiched between Philadelphia 
and Baltimore and may not be 
the only slots game in town 
much longer. 


According to surveys, the 
Delaware race tracks (including 
harness tracks Dover Downs 
and Harrington Raceway) draw 
nearly half their patrons from 
Pennsylvania and Maryland. 
Delaware politicians have been 
mulling over ways to bring in 
even more gambling revenue in 
the state, among them the possi¬ 
bility of taking a bigger slice of 
the slot profits from the state’s 
tracks. There has also been some 
talk of legalizing sports betting. 

The West Virginia tracks may 
also face stiffer competition for 
the slots player. Charles Town is 
not far from the Maryland bor¬ 
der and Mountaineer Park draws 
many of its customers from 
Pennsylvania. But Steven Rittvo, 
the president of The Innova¬ 
tions Group, a New Orleans- 
based consulting group for the 
leisure industry, says that the 
West Virginia and Delaware 
tracks need not be overly wor¬ 
ried. 

“I don’t think these tracks 
will experience a precipitous 
drop in slots business,” he said. 
“There will be some, but there 
will still be a tremendous latent 
demand in those marketplaces. 
In West Virginia, every time they 
have expanded, either the num¬ 
ber of the machines or the 
wagering limits, it has resulted in 
a significant increase in wager¬ 
ing. The same thing has hap¬ 
pened in Delaware. You still 
have untapped demand in those 
markets and there is room for 
growth. To say there won’t be 
any impact would be naive, but 
I’d be very surprised if Delaware 
suffered any downgrade in the 
quality of their racing.” 

Rather than horses flocking 
away from Delaware and 
Charles Town to Philadelphia 
Park and Pimlico, Rittvo says 
there will be an influx of stables 
coming to the Mid-Atlantic 
tracks from states such as 
Kentucky and Illinois that do 
not have slot machines and may 
not be able to offer purses as 
high as those in Pennsylvania 
and Maryland. 

Better purses, better racing 
and more profitable race tracks 
and a better, healthier racing 
industry should be the end 
result. It’s happened everywhere 
else there have been slot 
machines. Pennsylvania and 
Maryland could be next. #

Delaware 
draws ’em in 


New Delaware Certified 
Thoroughbred Program is 
almost sure to be a boon 
to the state’s agricultural 

industry, by Joe Clancy Jr. 


T he list of well-known Dela¬ 
ware-bred Thoroughbreds 
could fit on a Post-It note, 
but the roster of accomplished 
race horses based in the First 
State would require a three-ring 
binder. 

Preakness winner Greek 
Money. Champion Open Fire. 
Grade 1 stakes winner Mississippi 
Mud and her multiple graded 
stakes-winning son Dixieland 
Band (now a leading sire). They 
all spent much of their lives in 
Delaware. Famous for chickens, 
the beach and a smoking ban, 
the nation's second-smallest state 
has always had Thoroughbreds 
—just no Thoroughbred breed¬ 
ing program. 

In 1990, The Jockey Club 
registered two Delaware-bred 
foals. By 1999, the number dou¬ 
bled to four. In 2000, Delaware’s 
foal crop dropped to one—the 
same as Alaska and Hawaii. 
Delaware’s close neighbors Mary¬ 
land and Pennsylvania registered 
1,194 and 905 respectively in 
2000. 

Face it, Delaware loses any 
argument when it comes to 
Thoroughbred numbers. 


And that’s why the state, 
which has never had year-round 
Thoroughbred racing, has no 
breeding incentive program. 
Still, Delaware has always had 
Thoroughbred farms (in all 
three counties) and people who 
depend on the industry for their 
livelihoods. And with slot 
machines now fueling the racing 
engine at Delaware Park, Dela¬ 
ware’s Thoroughbred industry is 
in a position to help its con¬ 
stituents. 

The 2003 racing season will 
forever be known as the start of 
the Delaware Certified Thor¬ 
oughbred Program (DCTP). 
Organized by the Delaware 
Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Asso¬ 
ciation (DTHA), the incentive 
program will pay a 10 percent 
purse premium to the owner and 
another 10 percent to the certifi¬ 
er of horses who finish one-two- 
three in non-stakes races at 
Delaware Park. The certifier is 
the farm owner who documents 
the horse’s residency. 

Funded with $500,000 from 
the horsemen’s purse account, 
the program is based on a single 
definition: a Delaware certified 


Thoroughbred spends a mini¬ 
mum of 90 days on a Delaware 
farm or training center prior to 
March 30 of his 2-year-old year. 

In theory, the program will 
help economic development, 
provide purse enhancements, 
increase field sizes at Delaware 
Park and assist the state’s agricul¬ 
ture industry and farmland con¬ 
servation effort. 

"We’re trying to help Dela¬ 
ware agriculture and the little guy 
with this, and we couldn’t make a 
connection between the horses 
at Delaware Park and Delaware 
agriculture because most of 
those horses don’t stay in the 
state,” said Barbara Brown, a 
Dover-area breeder and farm 
owner. “Certifying young horses 
that reside in Delaware for 
extended periods creates ties to 
Delaware agriculture.” 

The certification program is 
already showing signs of suc¬ 
cess. As of early December, 
about 25 farms were registered 
with the horsemen’s association 
and some 50 horses already were 
certified. To be certified, a horse 
must be nominated via an appli¬ 
cation form (available from the 
DTHA) and the payment of an 
application fee ($75 for a wean¬ 
ling). The verification process 
also includes farm inspections. 

One strength of the program 
is its flexibility. Breeders can still 
take advantage of state-bred 
funds in other states. 

""We have two or three long¬ 
time clients with four or six 
mares that always go to Mary¬ 
land, Pennsylvania or Kentucky 
to foal,” said Brown, DCTP 
chairman and a DTHA board 
member. ""Then the mares come 
back, and stay with us. The 
young horses stay here until they 
are ready to break. I’m glad for 
our clients because now their 
horses can be Maryland or 


Pennsylvania-bred and be Dela¬ 
ware certified. It’s a nice plus for 
us too.” 

Certification will be noted in 
sales catalogues and in the Dela¬ 
ware Park program, and could 
prove quite lucrative. A Dela¬ 
ware Park maiden race for 2- 
year-olds was worth $39,000 in 
October 2002. Using that num¬ 
ber, the winner’s share would be 
$23,400. A Delaware certified 
horse would earn $25,740 for 
winning such a race, and at the 
same time put $2,340 in the 
pocket of his certifier (think 
breeder, only different). 

The development is already 
spurring growth in Delaware’s 
Thoroughbred industry. Mary¬ 
land breeding powerhouse 
Northview Stallion Station has 
leased a barn at nearby Sharp 
Farm in Middletown, Del. Herb 
and Ellen Moelis’s private 
CandyLand Farm, a 150-acre 
facility, recently began accepting 
outside horses. In December, 
Laurie Janeka and Guy Kisielew- 
ski completed the purchase of 
Woodlawn, a historic dairy farm 
near Middletown, with designs 
on launching a Thoroughbred 
business. Moment’s Notice at 
Woodlawn will be a full-service 
facility for yearlings, layups, 
mares and foals. 

""The incentive program defi¬ 
nitely fueled the purchase,” said 
Janeka. "We would have never 
thought about making this kind 
of an investment without it. And 
we’ve got a small waiting list of 
horses already.” 

Janeka and Kisielewski (who 
operate a horse transportation 
business at Delaware Park) are 
busy converting the 18-acre 
property, which will include 15 
acres of paddocks, an Equi- 
Ciser exercise machine and stalls 
in an existing bank barn. 
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The couple are involved in 
many facets of Delaware’s horse 
industry She’s a soil conserva¬ 
tionist with a background in 
three-day eventing and Pony 
Club. He grew up at Delaware 
Park—his father Steve is the 
track’s head outrider; his mother 
Pat works in the horsemen’s 
office; a brother Dean is an out¬ 
rider; another brother Jesse is on 
the gate crew. 

"This is a good way to keep 
the horsemen in Delaware,” said 
Janeka, "and keep the farmland 
in Delaware as farmland.” 

CandyLand Farm raises a 
dozen or more foals each year. 
They are born in Kentucky and 
Maryland, and return home to 
grow up and begin the prelimi¬ 
nary breaking work. Breaking 
usually happens in South 
Carolina, but just about all of 
CandyLand’s horses spend more 
than 90 days in Delaware. 

Things are even busier this 
year. 

"As a farm we don’t usually 
take in boarders, but to help get 
this started we have done that,” 
said Herb Moelis. "We’ve got 
eight 2-year-olds and five year¬ 
lings here for outside people, 
and we nominated 18 yearlings 
and two 2-year-olds of our own. 
[The program] is getting off to a 
start and I’d like to see it suc¬ 
ceed.” 

Moelis is following some big 
footprints. 

Bayard Sharp, who died in 
August, founded his Middletown 
farm in 1941. The farm cared 
for such stalwarts as Tide Rips 
(who beat Stymie in 1948), 1941 
steeplechase champion Specu¬ 
late, Grade 1 winners Papal 
Power and Mississippi Mud, Dix¬ 
ieland Band, classic-placed Baron 
de Vaux and dozens of others. 

For years, Brandywine Stable 
was a major force in Thorough¬ 
bred racing. The stable of then- 
Delaware Park president Donald 
Ross maintained a training divi¬ 
sion adjacent to the race track (a 
sprawling facility with a quarter- 
mile indoor track, a 24-stall barn 
and the historic home of then- 
trainer Buddy Raines) and a 
1,300-acre farm a few miles 
north on Delaware Route 7. The 
latter is now a housing develop¬ 
ment, and the indoor track 
(called the hacienda by anyone at 
Delaware Park now) is sur¬ 
rounded by golf course con¬ 
struction. 

Brandywine’s horses included 
Greek Money, whose 1962 
Preakness win over Ridan is leg¬ 


What can we say about the Northeast and 
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endary; 1966 champion mare 
Open Fire; and major stakes 
winners Cochise, Masked Gen¬ 
eral and Greek Song. 

None of them were Dela¬ 
ware-bred, but they would cer¬ 
tainly have been Delaware certi¬ 
fied. 

And that’s the point. 

"It would have to be a mis¬ 
take to have a horse born in 
Delaware,” said Moelis. "It’s just 
not something you would do, 
but if we can get this started we 
think we can get Delaware Park 
and the legislators even more 
behind [an incentive program].” 

Brown sees the program 
coming full circle. 

"This has been discussed for 
five or six years and we went to 
the legislature at the beginning 
with a concept,” she said. "The 
response was 'There aren’t any 
Thoroughbreds being bred in 
Delaware.’ Our response was 
'There’s no program, so of 
course there are no horses being 
bred.’ Why would you foal any 
horse in Delaware? But who 
knows, maybe this will grow into 
a breeding program.” 


Meanwhile, who’s on that 
Post-It list of top-performing 
Delaware-breds? 

Stakes-placed Pokey Lady, 
who won 20 races and $155,275 
from 1987 to ’91, was bred by 
Pilottown Stable. She raced for 
Robert and Roger Neitert, and 
fittingly did her best racing at 
Delaware Park. 

Fifty-race winner Brownskin 
(who raced from 1948 to ’57) 


was born near Stanton on the 
farm of breeders Mrs. A. Samuels 
and WA. Rathwell. The horse 
raced for owners Susie and Phil 
Goodwin (whose Delaware farm 
is also now a housing project) 
north of Delaware Park and was 
a legend on the Mid-Adantic and 
New England racing circuit.

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GOOD AS GOLD: 

THE TALE OF OMAHA 

After winning the 1935 Triple Crown, the product of 
Maryland’s Belair Stud set out to fulfill his owner’s dream in 
the two and a half-mile Ascot Gold Cup. by Fred Giueckstein 


S ometimes a horse must 
travel extraordinary dis¬ 
tances to gain respect, and 
such was the case with Omaha. 

Carrying the colors of his 
breeder William Woodward Sr., 
Omaha won the Triple Crown in 
1935—a feat accomplished only 
twice before, by Omaha’s sire 
Gallant Fox (1930) and Sir 
Barton (1919). Omaha also cap¬ 
tured the Arlington Classic, in 
new track record time, and 
equaled Man o’ War’s time in 
winning the Dwyer Stakes. 

Still, the majestic golden 
chestnut with a white blaze was 
dismissed by some as “the best 
of a bad lot.” (History would 
prove that statement a fallacy 
many times over, as the “lot” 
included such male performers 
as Firethorn, Rosemont, Roman 
Soldier, and fillies Black Helen 
and Myrdewood.) 

Woodward, a leading horse 
owner of the era and proprietor 
of Belair Stud in Maryland, long 
had dreamt of sending one of 
his American-bred Thorough¬ 
breds to England and challeng¬ 
ing that nation’s best horses in 
the English classics, most 
notably the Ascot Gold Cup, the 
ultimate distance test, at two and 
a half miles. 

A strong performance in the 
Gold Cup would once and for 
all settle any questions about a 
horse’s legitimacy. And thus 
Omaha—born 71 years ago— 
would become a standard-bearer 
for horses setting out to conquer 


the world, a half-century before 
the Breeders’ Cup World Thor¬ 
oughbred Championships. 

Foaled at Claiborne Farm in 
Paris, Ky., on 
March 24, 1932, 

Omaha was 
from the first 
crop of Gallant 
Fox, and a prod¬ 
uct of Wood¬ 
ward breeding 
on both sides of 
his pedigree. 

Gallant Fox was 
a son of the out¬ 
standing French 
runner *Sir Gal- 
lahad III, who had been brought 
to America by a syndicate Wood¬ 
ward helped finance. Also 
owned and bred by Belair Stud 
was Omaha’s dam Flambino, by 
Claiborne Farm’s top sire *Wrack. 

Woodward did not, as most 
people assumed, name Omaha 
for the city in Nebraska. He 
explained: “My Thoroughbred 
stock came from the *Ormonde 
line. I was looking around for a 
good name starting with ‘O’ and 
Omaha came to me first.” 

Omaha went to Belair Stud 
as a weanling, and spent forma¬ 
tive months there before mov¬ 
ing on to legendary trainer 
James (Sunny Jim) Fitzsimmons 
at Aqueduct His debut came 
June 18, 1934, and was promis¬ 
ing if not exceptional. In a field 
of 14 in a five-furlong maiden 
special weight at Aqueduct, 
Omaha finished a fast-closing 


second, a nose behind Sir 
Lamorak. 

His first victory took place 
only five days later. In a five-fur- 
long allowance 
at Aqueduct, 
he came on 
from the fourth 
position at the 
quarter and 
won by a head 
in a time of 
:58%. Although 
he finished 
fourth in his 
next two starts 
—the United 
States Hotel 
Stakes on August 4 and the Sara¬ 
toga Special on August 11— 
Fitzsimmons and Woodward 
liked the late speed the develop- 
ing youngster showed on the 
track. 

Omaha gave his best per¬ 
formance as a 2-year-old in the 
six-furlong Sanford Stakes at 
Saratoga, on August 22. In a 
superb rush, Omaha and jockey 
Lee Humphries moved from the 
seventh position at the quarter 
and finished second, two lengths 
behind Psychic Bid. 

Returning on September 1, 
in a field of 16 in the six and a 
half-furlong Hopeful at Sara¬ 
toga, the Woodward colt closed 
the gap and finished fourth. At 
Belmont Park in the Champagne 
Stakes on September 6, Omaha 
came on in the stretch and fin¬ 
ished a nose behind Balladier. 
Back at Belmont on September 


15, facing 13 rivals in the six and 
a half-furlong Futurity, Omaha 
again closed with a rush but fin¬ 
ished fourth behind Chance Sun. 

Omaha made his final juve¬ 
nile appearance on September 
29. Stretching out to a mile on a 
fast track in the Jr. Champion 
Stakes at Aqueduct, the colt and 
jockey Charley Kurtsinger ral¬ 
lied strongly and fought Sailor 
Beware in the stretch, missing by 
a nose. 

Omaha’s record as a 2-year- 
old was not exactly stellar. He 
started nine times with one win, 
four seconds and four fourth- 
place finishes, earning $3,850. 
However, many horsemen 
looked at Omaha and saw a 
potential 3-year-old star: the 
chestnut colt had sensational 
speed, closed fast and chal¬ 
lenged his rivals. 

Omaha spent the winter of 
1934 to ’35 with Fitzsimmons at 
Aqueduct. He developed into a 
magnificent physical specimen 
—-very long and standing I 6 V 2 
hands. When the snows ended, 
Fitzsimmons began training the 
colt for the first race of the sea¬ 
son. Meanwhile, Woodward 
hired a new jockey for Omaha: 
20-year-old William (Smokey) 
Saunders. 

Omaha’s first start at 3 was a 
mile and 70-yard allowance con¬ 
test at Jamaica on April 22. With 
Saunders up, Omaha easily fin¬ 
ished first in a field of four, two 
lengths ahead of Black Gift in a 
time of 1:43.

Next up was the Wood Mem¬ 
orial at Jamaica on April 27. Five 
years earlier, Gallant Fox had 
won the prestigious mile and 70- 
yard Wood, and Fitzsimmons 
wanted Omaha to duplicate his 
sire's feat. Coming from ninth in 
a field of 12 at the quarter, 
Omaha closed fast but finished 
third behind Today and Plat Eye; 
however, the fractional splits of 
:23%, :46 4 /s, 1:11% and l:42 4 /s 
were better than those of his sire. 

Rain fell on the afternoon of 
May 4 for the 61st running of 
the Kentucky Derby. The favorite 
was Calumet Farm’s filly Nellie 
Flag ridden by Eddie Arcaro, 
who was competing in his first 
Kentucky Derby. With Smokey 
Saunders wearing the colors of 
Belair Stud—white blouse with

red dots—Omaha was the sec¬ 
ond betting choice. Eighteen 
horses went to post at 5:13 p.m. 

Two and a half minutes later 
the field was off on a good track. 
Omaha escaped interference in 
the early crowding, and Saunders 
took the colt to the outside after 
the first quarter. After reaching 
the half-mile pole, Omaha grad¬ 
ually made his way to the lead, 
and scored easily over Roman 
Soldier by one and a half 
lengths. Whiskolo finished third 
and Nellie Flag fourth. The frac¬ 
tions of :23, :47%, 1:13%, 1:38% 
and 2:05 were faster at every call 
than Gallant Fox set in his Derby 
performance. 

A week later, on May 11, the 
60th Preakness Stakes was run at 
Pimlico. On a fast track at one 


mile and three-sixteenths, Omaha 
was the betting favorite in a field 
of eight. At the half, Omaha was 
in sixth place. After Saunders 
bettered his position, he swung 
to the outside of the leaders, 
moving to the front midway of 
the final turn. During the stretch 


drive, Omaha increased his mar¬ 
gin to six lengths and defeated 
Fire thorn in 1:58%. Psychic Bid 
placed third. 

Omaha became only the 
fourth horse to win the Ken¬ 
tucky Derby and Preakness. His 
Preakness time was more than 
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Omaha, Wayne Wright up, equals Man o’ War’s stakes-winning time while defeating Good Gamble (Sam Renick) to win the 1935 Dwyer Stakes at Aqueduct. 


Omaha became only the 
fourth horse to win the 
Kentucky Derby and 
Preakness.

two seconds faster than his sire’s 
(for anyone who cared to take 
notice) and the second-fastest 
Preakness in 11 runnings at the 
distance up to that time. 

Omaha next raced in the 
Withers Mile at Belmont on May 
25, and was the 1 -2 favorite in a 
field of nine. Despite closing 
well, he lost by a length and a 
half to Rosemont. 

With rain falling at Belmont 
Park in New York, the 67th run¬ 
ning of the Belmont Stakes went 
off on June 8. Despite losing the 
Withers, Omaha was the favorite 
in a field of five for the mile and 
a half classic. Shuffled back after 
the break, Omaha recovered 
quickly, and Saunders settled 
him in his stride. Entering the 
stretch, Omaha came to the out¬ 
side of the leaders. 


Omaha and Firethorn dueled 
fiercely before Omaha drew 
away and won by a length and a 
half. Firethorn finished second 
and Rosemont third. Omaha’s 
time was 2:30% over a sloppy 
track, one second better than 
Gallant Fox’s. 

Then and now, Gallant Fox 
and Omaha are the only father 
and son to win the Triple Crown. 

John Hervey, the noted turf 
historian known by the pen 
name Salvator, observed Omaha 
at his peak: 

“With great height, Omaha 
has great length. He has as well 
great power. But his Herculean 
body does not place a strain 
upon his legs and feet,” wrote 
Hervey. “One of the noticeable 
points of his anatomy is his 
hindquarter, which is of immense 
strength, while at the same time 


rather lean than round or full. 
There is quite an angle in his 
hind leg at the hock and this 
seems to give him great leverage 
in running; he propels himself 
forward by a series of leaps for 
which the motive force, coming 
from behind, seems endless.” 

There was much more to 
come, although the mighty colt 
was far from invincible. After 
the Belmont, Omaha’s fans were 
jolted to watch him finish third, 
under jockey Wayne Wright, in 
the Brooklyn Handicap (one and 
one-eighth miles) against older 
horses at Aqueduct on June 22. 
However, the winner was top 
handicap horse Discovery, who 
set a new world record of 1:48%. 

A week later, Omaha and 
Wright came back to win the 
Dwyer in 1:49%, equaling Man 
o’ War’s mile and an eighth time 
in the stakes. 

Then came another major 
milestone—the Classic at Ar¬ 
lington Park on July 20. As fate 
would have it, the Classic would 
be Omaha’s final 3-year-old per¬ 
formance, and also his greatest 
effort that season. It was the last 
time he would compete on U.S. 
soil. 

Watching Omaha closely in 
the paddock before he went to 
the post, Hervey wrote: “And 
the more closely I inspected him 
the more striking an individual 
did he appear to me. . . He 
seemed a less excitable, mettle¬ 
some colt than his sire, his 


deportment being very self-con¬ 
tained. And one thing that I par¬ 
ticularly noted was his walk, 
which was that of an athlete— 
that peculiar ease of movement, 
with a sense of power in restraint, 
flexibility and decision.” 

Carrying a 126-pound bur¬ 
den that included Wayne Wright, 
Omaha electrified the 40,000 
fans in Chicago, winning the 
Classic by one and a half lengths 
in 2:01%—a new track record 
and the fastest mile and a quarter 
ever run by a 3-year-old up to 
that time. 

Phenomenally, three days 
before the Classic, Fitzsimmons 
asked the colt for a workout that 
left observers aghast. Wrote 
Hervey: “With full weight up, 
and running over the regular oval, 
not out of a chute, [Omaha] did 
the first mile, around four turns, 
in 1:36%, was then taken under 
strong restraint and finished the 
nine furlongs in 1:50, flat, canter¬ 
ing-—the course record being- 
1:49%. 

“The trial created more excite¬ 
ment among the whole body of 
horsemen present, which just at 
that moment included practically 
all the foremost ones in the 
country, than any other we have 
ever known of,” noted Hervey. 

Omaha traveled to upstate 
New York for the Travers Stakes 
and Saratoga Cup, but remained 
on the sidelines due to lameness. 
The racing world was stunned. 
Although the reason for his

lameness was never determined, 
Omaha fully recovered. But 
Woodward did not race him 
again in 1935; he was already 
thinking about the following 
season's English classics and the 
Ascot Gold Cup. 

Having shown that he was at 
his best at distances beyond a 
mile, Omaha raised Woodward's 
hopes that he would be the right 
horse to compete in the long 
routes in England. 

Before sailing for Europe on 
January 8,1936, Omaha received 
the good wishes of all—even 
from a rival. The telegram read: 
Roll on, roll on, O Omaha the great. 
Be sure to make the British late, 

And I will tty to fill your place. 

You’ll bet they’ll know they had a race. 

Signed: Firethorn 

Sent to the yard of Capt. 
Cecil Boyd-Rochfort, Omaha 
made his first start in England 
on turf in the mile and a half 
Victor Wild Stakes at Kemp ton 
on May 9, 1936. Carrying 129 
pounds, with Pat Beasley up, 
Omaha beat Montrose (weighted 
at 126) by one and a half lengths 
in 2:36%. Returning to Kemp- 
ton on May 30, Omaha then 
contested the two-mile Queen's 
Plate. The American challenger 
carried 130 pounds and prevailed 
by a neck over Lord Derby's 
Bobsleigh (123) in 3:44%. 

Omaha's popularity soared in 
Great Britain, and anticipation 
was keen for the Ascot Gold 
Cup. On June 18, an estimated 
crowd of 150,000 jammed Royal 
Ascot for the big race. After 
early day showers, the race was 
run under a bright sun on a soft 
course at 2:30 p.m. In a field of 
nine, Omaha was the favorite. His 
main opponent at even weights 
was Lord Stanley's 4-year-old 
Quashed, one of Europe's best 
staying fillies. 

During the post parade, 
Omaha, for the first time in his 
career, was nervous and high- 
strung. Several times he came 
close to unseating Beasley as he 
jerked free from his handler. 

The performance was every 
bit as breathtaking as one might 
have envisioned. Omaha caught 
Quashed about a half-mile from 
home at the bottom of the up¬ 
hill stretch. A furlong from the 
finish, Omaha and Quashed were 
racing side by side. Then Omaha 
quickly dropped back a quarter 
of a length as both horses struck 
the incline leading to the judges’ 
stand. 


The final uphill grind broke 
the rhythm of Omaha's long 
strides. In the split second 
before the finish line, however, 
Omaha appeared to be making 
up ground. The colt and filly 
crossed almost directly in line 
with the finish post, and the 
crowd could not tell the winner 
until the judges hoisted the 
number of Quashed. 

Omaha lost by a nose. 

While second place was dis¬ 
appointing, it was an effort of 
which Woodward could be 
proud. As it turned out, the loss 
was soon avenged with Omaha's 
full brother Flares, who won the 
Ascot Gold Cup in 1938. 

Omaha raced one more time: 
in the mile and a half Princess of 
Wales's Stakes at Newmarket on 
July 2. Under 138 pounds, the 
Woodward colorbearer batded 
Aga Khan's 3-year-old Taj Akbar, 
the second-place finisher to 
*Mahmoud in the Epsom Derby 
who was getting an 18-pound 
concession in the weights. On a 
rain-soaked track, Omaha caught 
Taj Akbar in the last quarter of a 
mile but lost by a neck. 

The British proclaimed Omaha 
one of the best horses seen in 
England in years. With the sea¬ 
son over. Woodward decided to 
keep Omaha in Great Britain for 
the classics in 1937. In mid-June, 
however, Omaha injured a ten¬ 
don in the left foreleg, and 
Woodward returned him to the 
U.S., where he was retired. 


With 22 starts in the United 
States and England, Omaha 
ended his career with nine firsts, 
seven seconds and two thirds, 
earning $154,755. 

At stud at Claiborne Farm, 
Omaha was not successful; he 
sired only seven stakes winners, 
the best of whom were the geld¬ 
ings South Dakota, Prevaricator 
and Height o' Land. In 1943, he 
was leased to Lookover Stallion 
Station in New York. In 1950, he 
was sent to a farm in Nebraska, 
where he lived out his years. 

On April 24, 1959, Omaha 
died at age 27. But even in death, 
the mighty warrior has not 
exactly come to rest. Omaha was 
buried at now-defunct Ak-Sar- 
Ben race track in Omaha, Nebr. 
The interment took place on the 
east side of the Ak-Sar-Ben 
grandstand behind a triangular 
headstone, with the three sides 
representing the Triple Crown. 


When Ak-Sar-Ben built a club¬ 
house addition onto the grand¬ 
stand in 1974, the headstone was 
moved to another location, and 
Omaha's remains were covered 
by the new building. 

Ak-Sar-Ben closed in 1995, 
but the grandstand still stands. 
The marker is located today on 
the west entrance of the former 
race track. Omaha's remains are 
about 200 yards away. 

It is expected that the grand¬ 
stand will be demolished to 
make room for new dormitories 
and other buildings planned for 
the University of Nebraska. 

As of last summer, no deci¬ 
sion had been made about relo¬ 
cating Omaha's marker, remains, 
and a Nebraska State Historical 
Society plaque detailing the 
horse's career, although there 
has been talk of moving them to 
a Thoroughbred farm nearby. #

Colonial Cup 
puts spectacular 
finish on 2002 
season 


T he long and winding road 
that is the National Steeple¬ 
chase Association season 
finally came to an end on Nov¬ 
ember 17. The stopping point 
was Springdale race course in 
Camden, S.C. 

And the race of the year. 

The $100,000 Colonial Cup, 
the final Grade 1 event (and race) 


of 2002, turned into an epic, 
two-horse duel between Flat 
Top and Tres Touche. They went 
at it like brothers—running, 
jumping, battling—for the race’s 
two and three-quarter miles and 
17 fences. Flat Top prevailed, 
winning by six and a quarter 
lengths after finally wearing 
down his rival in the stretch, but 


the race had three winners— 
Flat Top, Tres Touche and stee¬ 
plechasing. 

“I’ve gotten more compli¬ 
ments about that race than any 
race I’ve won,” said Malcolm 
Commer, who heads the Con¬ 
trarian Stables group that owns 
Tres Touche. 

“I thought one of them fell 
on the backside, but they were 
just in the same stride. They 
were that close together,” said 
trainer Tom Voss, who was sim¬ 
ply a fan for the Colonial Cup. 

“That’s the most exciting 
race I’ve been in in my career,” 
said Dave Bendey, who rode 
Tres Touche. 

Winning trainer Janet Elliot: 
“That was a tough, tough race. 
God knows, that was a tremen¬ 
dous effort by Tres Touche. 
What a race he ran.” 

Flat Top’s owner Nancy 
Gerry: “Unbelievable. What a 
horse, what a trainer, what a 
jockey. How could I ask for any¬ 
thing more. Doesn’t he look like 
a million dollars?” 

More like $593,806, Flat Top’s 
career earnings after the $60,000 


Colonial Cup payday. The 9- 
year-old son of Alleged is a glow¬ 
ing example of perseverance, 
luck and timeliness. Owner Ken 
Ramsey and trainer Niall O’Cal¬ 
laghan bought Flat Top for 
$20,000 as a yearling (Keeneland 
1994) and he ran three times 
(badly) on the flat. O’Callaghan’s 
assistant at the time, Sean (Stretch) 
Reilly, had once worked for 
Elliot and suggested the horse 
to his former employer and 
jockeyjeff Teter. Sold as a 3-year- 
old to Teter, Flat Top embarked 
on a steeplechase career. He 
won his first two starts, the sec¬ 
ond after being sold to Gerry. 

Flat Top won a stakes at 4 
and a championship at 5 (a 1998 
season that included two Grade 1 
victories). Injured while prep- 
ping for his title defense in 1999, 
Flat Top didn’t run again until 
2000 and romped to a Grade 1 
win at Keeneland. Hurt again 
while getting ready for the 
Breeders’ Cup Steeplechase that 
fall, Flat Top missed the 2001 
season and returned in 2002 as 
an old man looking for the foun¬ 
tain of youth.

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Consider the horse a capable 
explorer. Third in his first three 
starts (all Grade 1 stakes) of the 
year, Flat Top looked like his 
former self in a powerful 
Breeders' Cup Steeplechase score 
on October 19. He was even 
better in the Colonial Cup, 


which clinched a second earn¬ 
ings tide and most likely a sec¬ 
ond Eclipse Award. 

Flat Top (Rob Massey) took 
the early lead, but was joined 
quickly by Tres Touche, whose 
stalking strategy came up short 
in the Breeders' Cup. This time, 
the 5-year-old pressed Flat Top 
early, and produced one of 
steeplechasing's greatest battles. 
The horses jumped five consec¬ 
utive fences lapped on each 
other during the long run down 
the Springdale backstretch. 

Ten lengths clear of the field, 
they were still together on the 
final turn and jumped the 15th 
together. Coming out of the 
sweeping final turn, Flat Top 
inched away as Bentley asked 
Tres Touche for more. Flat Top 
landed over the 16th with a 
slight lead and powered away. 

Tres Touche's early tactics 
forced the issue, and set the table 
for a superb race. Flat Top's abil¬ 
ity to shrug off the early chal¬ 
lenge helped win the race. 

“I was hoping he wasn't going 
to set my horse alight," said 
Massey. “It would have been a 
disaster if the two of us had got 
running too freely. Thankfully 
Flat Top wasn't bothered in the 


slightest. He stuck to his game 
plan and stayed relaxed the 
whole way. It's pretty rare. It 
takes a special type of individual 
not to be fazed by what's going 
on around him. It didn't set him 
alight. He was relaxed and set¬ 
tled and within himself." 


Fittingly, jumping played a 
big part in the race. 

“If we would have met two 
of the five down the backside 
wrong, that would have been 
terrible," Massey said. “It would 
have blown too much energy. I 
was just trying to pick my spots, 
and go with him. Take all the 
confidence he was giving me. I 
think we met everything spot 
on. His jumping was fantastic." 

Elliot watched her horse 
with wonder, and echoed Mas¬ 
sey's sentiments. 

“He's so incredible, such a 
fantastic horse and so bloody 
brave," said Elliot. “Flat Top is 
such a cool customer. When the 
other horse came to him, it didn’t 
rattle him. He just did his thing. 

He knows he's there, feels he’s 
challenged but was happy to just 
keep going. It's so incredible." 

The victory all but clinched a 
second Eclipse Award for Flat 
Top, and further solidified the 
horse's place in steeplechase his¬ 
tory. He has won nine of his 17 
career jump starts. His career £ 
earnings rank him fourth on the | 
NS A list, behind only Lonesome g 
Glory, Victorian Hill and Rowdy 
Irishman. 


GRAND FINALE 

B eyond the Colonial Cup 
drama, the season's final 
race meet showcased a 
number of major accomplish¬ 
ments—many with year-end 
implications. 

Leading trainer Tom Voss 
doubled on the day to push his 
2002 win total to 26, at least 10 
more than any other NS A trainer. 

Armata Stables's Coal Dust, a 
classy looking 3-year-old, 
opened the day with a frontrun¬ 
ning win in the $25,000 Ray¬ 
mond G. Woolfe Memorial. 
Inaugurated in 1970, the oldest 
3-year-old race on the NS A cal¬ 
endar has been won by such 
stars as champions Cafe Prince, 
Martie’s Anger, Zaccio, Warm 
Spell and Flat Top. 

Like most Woolfe winners, 
Coal Dust looked the part while 
winning by almost five lengths 
under Cyril Murphy. The son of 
Miner's Mark rolled to an early 
lead, and shook off repeated 
challenges from 3-year-old 
champion Pal's Pride down the 
backstretch. Third behind Pal's 
Pride at Far Hills four weeks ear¬ 
lier, Coal Dust reverted to his 
winning form at Shawan Downs 
in late September by setting the 
pace. 

‘We probably should have 
run him at Far Hills the way we 


did today. He's a horse that has 
one gallop. If you start off slow, 
he stays slow. If you set off in a 
hurry, he'll keep that gallop 
going," said Murphy. ‘We were 
in front, and everyone was 
happy to leave us there. He 
jumps as sweet as you like. I 
could just hear [Pal's Pride] flick¬ 
ing through the hurdles behind 
me but I was always traveling." 

Purchased through flat train¬ 
er Jimmy Murphy, Coal Dust 
improved to two-for-three over 
hurdles, and jumped into the 
2003 novice picture along with 
other classy fall winners Mala- 
gash, Pal's Pride, Fighting Star, 
Gallant Turk and Imperial Gold. 

“He’s a nice horse, I just 
hope he doesn’t go down the 
same way as some of the other 
4-year-olds have," Cyril Murphy 
said. “Looking at the frame of 
him, it’s a possibility he could be 
a nice horse. The boss knows 
what he’s doing and can get him 
sorted out. He's got a future." 

Murphy and Voss were back 
in the winner's circle a race later 
when Blackwoods Stable's Big 
Brush roared out of the final 
turn to win a $28,000 starter 
allowance hurdle by two and 
three-quarters lengths over 
Assembly in a field of 12. 

The 6-year-old son of Broad 
Brush won for the fifth time in 
seven 2002 starts, and carried his

The owner of Flat Top enjoyed 
a banner year with $250,431 
earned by just two horses in 
eight starts.

Champion trainer: Tom 
Voss of Monkton, Md. 

Claimed third straight tide with 
26 wins (10 more than nearest 
rivals) and $570,775 from 75 
starts. Stable stars included tim¬ 
ber stakes horses Sam Sullivan, 
Wood Whistle and Ironfist, 
Grade 1 novice winner Anof- 
ferucantrefuse and Saratoga 
winners Major Hero, Equistar 
and Big Brush. The latter led all 
NSA horses with five victories. 

Champion jockey (races 
won): Dave Bentley of Union- 
ville, Pa. English native riding 


seasonal bankroll to $89,040. 
The Maryland-bred opened the 
year with a $15,000 claiming 
score in late April, his first start 
since 2000. He added tallies in an 
optional claimer and an unlimit¬ 
ed claimer in May. Big Brush,

Bred by Glen Morgan Farm 
(N.Z.); owned by Michael Watt 
of England; trained by Robert 
Smerdon of Australia. Started 
steeplechase career with three 
wins in Australia in June.

$71,260 in U.S. earnings led all 
horses who started 2002 as 
maidens.

Jump racing

T he trainer walked into the 
winner’s circle, patted the 
horse on the rump, stepped 
back for an admiring glance, 
gave the owner a hug and smiled. 

Then he walked away. It wasn’t 
his horse. 

Tom Voss was simply a by¬ 
stander for the 2002 Colonial 
Cup. Like the rest of us, he was 
awed by the performance of Flat 
Top and Tres Touche in the final 
Grade 1 event of the season. 
The two horses fought for more 
than two miles in the steeple¬ 
chase race of the year on Nov¬ 
ember 17 at Springdale race 
course. 

Owned by Nancy Gerry and 
trained by Janet Elliot, Flat Top 


prevailed. So—thanks to Voss— 
did sportsmanship. 

A few hours after the race, 
Voss accepted his third consecu¬ 
tive champion trainer award 
from the National Steeplechase 
Association. He thanked some 
people (owners, help, jockeys), 
spoofed on fellow trainer Jack 
Fisher, met a sponsor and then 
turned humble. 

“I may be the trainer of the 
year, but the training job of the 
year belongs to that woman,” he 
said while pointing across the 
room to Elliot “To do what she 
did with that horse was really 
something special.” 

Flat Top, the 1998 champion, 
didn’t run in 1999, started just 




once in 2000 and didn’t start at 
all in 2001. The 9-year-old began 
2002 with three consecutive 
third-place finishes. Then he 
won the Breeders’ Cup and 
Colonial Cup (both Grade 1) as 
the oldest horse in each race. 

The training job rated an A, 
and Voss was happy to hand out 
the grade. 

Elliot called the moment 
special. 

“He said that little bit at the 
awards, but after the race he 
came up to me and gave me the 
look, the hug and the "well 
done,’” she said. “I’ve always 
gotten along with him, but it 
meant something. It came from 
the heart.” 

Sometimes it gets lost in all 
the shuffle of competition and 
we forget about it, but steeple¬ 
chasing is a familial, congenial

sport. People do root for one 
another, do appreciate greatness. 

Voss paid tribute to Elliot. 
Jonathan Sheppard wished 
Elliot good luck before he 
scratched It’s a Giggle in the 
Colonial Cup. American trainers 
helped Australian counterpart 
Robert Smerdon this summer at 
Saratoga. Jump jockeys often 
show up at the hospital to check 
on a fallen rival. 

People in flat racing point to 
things like that when they tell me 
why they like steeple chasing. 
People like steeplechasing 
because it’s small and close-knit, 
but those are often the things 
that drive me crazy about 
steeple chasing. I want steeple¬ 
chasing to be bigger, deeper, 
stronger, and tell that to anyone 
who will listen. Those state¬ 
ments aren’t complaints, just 
observations from the inside. 

Too far inside at times. 

The next time I want to write 
a column, issue a statement, 
send a letter, badger a detractor, 
I will think about Flat Top, the 
Colonial Cup, Janet Elliot and 
Tom Voss. 

Thanks guys, I needed that. 

VOTING RIGHTS, 
OR WRONGS 

T he steeplechase Eclipse 
Award should be a no- 
brainer. Flat Top wins. Ray 
Charles could figure it out. 

Like all Eclipse categories, 
the steeplechase award is decid¬ 
ed by a vote of writers, editors 
and racing officials. Unfortu¬ 
nately, some of the voters 
haven’t seen a steeplechase since 
National Velvet . 

Though the right horse usu¬ 
ally wins, the scenario can make 
for some interesting results. Last 
year, three horses from the same 
stable made the list of finalists 
and the Breeders’ Cup winner 
wasn’t even in the top three 
vote-getters. 

So here’s a tip. Two words. 
Seven letters. Two Grade 1 wins. 
Earnings of $237,000 and 
change. Be like Tom Voss—just 
say Flat Top. #

PEDIGREES by Anne Peters 


Nicks are 
useful tools 
when planning 
matings 


A s a pedigree consultant, Fm 
often asked if I use nicks in 
my analyses. The answer is a 
resounding ‘yes.” But then I 
usually back up and explain what 
nicks are, and what they are not. 
Plain and simple, a nick is a good 
bloodline cross. Any student of 
pedigrees pays attention to proven 
superior bloodline crosses. We 
don’t need scores or ratings to 
understand their importance, 
although those tools can be use¬ 
ful. 

Some of the best nicks have 
come down through the years to 
us as breed folklore, and are spo¬ 
ken of in reverent tones: Lexing¬ 
ton on *Glencoe, Bend Or on 
Macaroni, Fair Play on *Rock 
Sand, *Nasrullah on *Prince- 
quillo. In many cases, the nick is 
a specific sire, Stallion X, crossed 
on daughters of another specific 
sire, Stallion Y 

The Lexington/*Glencoe 
cross produced three of that 
sire’s greatest runners—Asteroid, 
Kentucky and Norfolk—and 
many of his most important 
producing daughters. The Bend 
Or/Macaroni cross resulted in 
the great English runner *Or- 
monde, as well as most of the 
other influential offspring of 
Bend Or, including Bona Vista, 
Kendal, Martagon and Laveno. 
Fair Play on *Rock Sand mares 
was responsible for the mighty 
Man o’ War as well as Chatter- 
ton, Mad Hatter, Mad Play, Mes¬ 
senger, Mile. Dazie and Etoile 
Filante, to name just a few 

The nick may be extended a 
generation or two in either direc¬ 


tion, with sons of X crossed on 
mares by sons of Y. The *Nas- 
rullah/*Princequillo nick fol¬ 
lows this pattern. *Nasrullah 
himself had litde opportunity or 
success with *Princequillo’s 
daughters, and while *Prince- 
quillo had some success with 
*Nasrullah mares, the best was 
yet to come. The next two and 
three generations of crosses 
between the pair created great¬ 
ness with the likes of Mill Reef, 
Shuvee, Secretariat and Seattle 
Slew. Unfortunately, nicks don’t 
always follow handy sireline on 
sireline formats like this. 

For instance, the broodmare 
*La Troienne was never bred to 
War Admiral, yet when her 
daughters got the opportunity 
with him, extraordinary per¬ 
formers began to appear, includ¬ 
ing a horse of the year—Busher 
—and outstanding runners and 
broodmares such as Busanda, 
Striking and Searching. Success 
even came when *La Troienne’s 
son Bimelech was crossed with 
War Admiral in pedigrees, creat¬ 
ing Better Self and No Robbery. 

Another non-male line blood 
affinity that worked was with 
Count Fleet, who sired three 
champions—Counterpoint, One 
Count and Kiss Me Kate—all 
out of mares by different sires, 
but each with a different daugh¬ 
ter of Man o’ War as the second 
dam. (The direct cross of Count 
Fleet on a Man o’ War daughter 
produced Maid of Flight, dam 
of five-time horse of the year 
Kelso.) 


This is where some modern 
nicking analyses would come up 
short in evaluating a mating. A 
direct nick, of Sire X with a mare 
by Sire Y, considers only 75 per¬ 
cent of the pedigree, ignoring 
the granddam’s contribution 
altogether—a granddam who 
could be *La Troienne, or a 
daughter of Man o’ War, for 
instance. 

A second-generation nick, 
evaluating sons of X with mares 
by Y, considers only 50 percent 
of the pedigree, ignoring both 
granddams. Take that one step 
farther, using a nick that ranks 
sons of X with mares by sons of 
Y, and the percentage of mean¬ 
ingfulness drops to 25. The 
remaining 75 percent of the 
pedigree might very well include 
ancestors with proven superior 
nicks. This is why, when consid¬ 
ering nicks, it’s important to look 
at the pedigree as a whole, not 
just sireline on sireline crosses. 

Why these nicks work is an 
entirely different question, and 
one with no definite answer but 
several reasonable explanations. 
Some of the more historic nicks 
appear to have been a direct 
function of opportunity. When 
Lexington retired to stud in the 
late 1860s, he met up with a pop¬ 
ulation of broodmares that had 
been heavily influenced by his 
predecessor *Glencoe, one of 
the best sires ever to come to 
America. 

Lexington’s success was im¬ 
mediate, and much of it was 
with *Glencoe mares provided 
by his owner and other outside 
breeders. 

A similar story could apply to 
Fair Play, who retired to August 
Belmont’s Nursery Stud, which 
had become chiefly populated by 
daughters of the English Triple 
Crown winner *Rock Sand. But 
none of these nicks were the 
result of wild luck. Fair Play was 
bred by Belmont, but *Rock 
Sand was selected from the out¬ 
side by the same eye. These were 
not random, unrelated events. 

Lest one write these exam¬ 
ples off to breeding the best to 
the best and getting the best, 
there have been some notewor¬ 
thy “negative nicks”—top blood¬ 
lines that did not cross particu¬ 
larly well. One of the most sig¬ 
nificant was Buckpasser on Bold 
Ruler mares. For whatever rea¬ 
sons, probably related to size 


and soundness issues on both 
sides of the equation, few good 
runners came from this cross. 

This suggests that nicks often 
have a lot to do with compatible 
genetics as they translate into 
physical types. The *Nasrullah/ 
*Princequillo nick may have 
worked because *Princequillo 
provided a good balance of 
stamina to *Nasrullah’s brilliant 
but limited speed, which he 
inherited from both Nearco and 
Mumtaz Mahal. At the same 
time, their physical types blend¬ 
ed well, instead of working in 
opposite directions. Undoubtedly, 
the eye of Claiborne’s Bull Han¬ 
cock, the man who selected both 
stallions, had something to do 
with that fortuitous turn of 
events. 

So let’s look at some modern 
nicks that involve regional 
bloodlines and see if we can’t 
make these pedigrees work to a 
greater advantage. 

The two major sirelines in 
evidence in the Mid-Atlantic 
region are Mr. Prospector and 
Northern Dancer. They have 
worked well together, and many 
stallions carry both strains up 
close, which tends to leave the 
mare owner wondering what to 
do next. If the best nick is 
already fulfilled, what do you do 
then? 

Fortunately, the region is also 
full of *Turn-to-line mares, 
descendants of First Landing, 
Cyane, Sir Gaylord, Hail to 
Reason and others. *Turn-to has 
proven to cross well with just 
about everything, and has a par¬ 
ticularly strong affinity for 
Northern Dancer. The same 
could be said for the many Bold 
Ruler and *Rasper II bloodlines 
that have helped several stallions 
get off to a good start in this 
area. 

The Northern Dancer/ 
*Turn-to nick is one that’s been 
particularly strong in this region, 
especially with Polish Numbers. 
Like most of this male line 
including his sire Danzig, Polish 
Numbers has crossed success¬ 
fully with the Sir Gaylord branch 
descending from *Turn-to. 
Actually, this may also be a nick 
with Sir Gaylord’s dam, Some- 
thingroyal, since Northern 
Dancer and Danzig both 
crossed particularly well with 
Somethingroyal’s other good 
son, Secretariat.

PEDIGREES continued 


We’ve seen Polish Numbers 
and Carnivalay do well with Sir 
Gaylord, and would suggest 
breeders try granddaughters of 
Secretariat as well. Citidancer, 
who doesn’t have a dramatic nick 
with *Turn-to, has sired a stakes 
winner (Dance for Jan) out of a 
mare by a son of Secretariat. 

Secretariat was also a party to 
a nick that developed between 
regional sires Marine Brass, who 
stood at Murmur Farm in 
Darlington, Md., and daughters 
of Brilliant Protege (by 
Secretariat), who held court at 
Edmarve Farm in Ijamsville, 
Md. 

Marine Brass sired seven 
stakes winners, three of whom, 
including his top two earners, 
Brilliant Brass and Brilliant 
Patriot, were out of daughters of 
Brilliant Protege, while a fourth, 
Julie’s Brilliance had Brilliant 
Protege as the sire of her grand- 
dam. 

In regard to Marine Brass and 
Brilliant Protege, one remarkable 
pattern stands out. Marine Brass 
was a son of Fifth Marine, who 
was by Hoist the Flag and out of 


a mare by *Princequillo. The 
*Ribot/ *Princequillo nick was a 
potent one, having also pro¬ 
duced the likes of Tom Rolfe, 
Key to the Mint and Alleged. 
Brilliant Protege was a son of 
Secretariat (dam by *Prince- 
quillo) out of a daughter of 
*Ribot, meaning that he was 
bred on the reverse nick as Fifth 
Marine. Did this nick work 
because it doubled up on a supe¬ 
rior cross? 

One of the most powerful 
nicks in the industry today is that 
of crossing Mr. Prospector on 
Seattle Slew. This bloodline 
affinity is working forward or 
reverse, so to speak. Champion 
Golden Attraction is by Mr. 
Prospector out of a Seattle Slew 
mare, and the outstanding colt 
Event of the Year was bred on 
the reverse cross, by Seattle Slew 
out of a Mr. Prospector mare. 

Many sons of Mr. Prospector 
—Seeking the Gold and King- 
mambo in particular—are doing 
well with Seatde Slew-line mares 
and, likewise, many sons of 
Seattle Slew—A.P. Indy and 
Capote, especially—have done 


well with mares carrying Mr. 
Prospector in their sire or dam. 

In the Mid-Adantic region, 
we are blessed with three excep¬ 
tional sons of Mr. Prospector: 
Two Punch, Allen’s Prospect and 
Not For Love. One of the best 
nicks for the first two has been 
with Northern Dancer-line 
mares, which has been a solid 
nick for Mr. Prospector all along. 
Not For Love is the result of 
that same nick, and while he’s 
had two stakes winners with 
additional Northern Dancer 
crosses, he’d do best with some¬ 
thing else. The proven cross of 
Mr. Prospector with Seattle Slew 
has not been exploited to any 
great degree with any of these 
three sires, even though Allen’s 
Prospect and Not For Love have 
both sired stakes winners out of 
daughters of Fast Play (by 
Seatde Slew). 

The reason for this is proba¬ 
bly the lack of good Seattle 
Slew-line sires in the region to 
send out daughters. While Seatde 
Slew mares can be jewels of 
great price, many of his sons, 
such as Slew o’ Gold, Tsunami 


Slew, Slewpy and Capote, are 
becoming fairly good broodmare 
sires and their daughters could 
be brought into the region at less 
expense. 

One of the very few success¬ 
ful stallions in the region from 
the Seatde Slew line is Eastover 
Court, a half-brother to Two 
Punch. While this half-sibling 
relationship discourages his use 
with Two Punch mares (their 
dam Heavenly Cause would be 
inbred 2x3, which is too close for 
comfort), he is still available to 
mares by Allen’s Prospect and 
Not For Love. Likewise, daugh¬ 
ters of Eastover Court may not 
be good choices to go to their 
uncle Two Punch or even to his 
sons, but they’re still prime vehi¬ 
cles to introduce Seatde Slew 
blood to the books of Allen’s 
Prospect and Not For Love. 

So look for the patterns and 
apply them where you can. 
Knowledge of nicks can provide 
a solid pointer on what blood¬ 
lines might cross best with your 
breeding stock, proven or other¬ 
wise. #

pneumonia 


F oal pneumonia can be caused 
by a variety of organisms 
and is most common in 
foals 2 to 6 months old—though 
cases can occur any time 
between birth and 12 months. 

In horses, pneumonia is usu¬ 
ally caused by a virus or bacteria, 
but occasionally fungi or para¬ 
sites may be involved. 

Bacterial pneumonia is more 
likely to be fatal. Bacteria may be 
primary invaders or may follow 
some other disease that weakens 
the lungs or the immune system. 
Any disease that lowers the 
horse’s resistance and is accom¬ 
panied by stress can open the 
door for pneumonia. It is often 
the pneumonia, rather than the 
primary disease, that eventually 
kills the foal. 

Most bacterial pneumonia ill¬ 
nesses cause a general toxemia. 
Bacterial toxins (poisons created 
by bacteria as they multiply) 
enter the horse’s bloodstream, 
making him sick. In later stages 
of pneumonia he has trouble 
breathing because much of his 
lung tissue is damaged or full of 
fluid. Lung capacity is seriously 
reduced, decreasing the amount 
of oxygen available. This short¬ 
changes all the body tissues and 
the foal slowly suffocates. 

Pneumonia can be caused by 
foreign substances (contamina¬ 
tion and subsequent infection) in 
the lungs. Drenching a foal with 
a liquid medication can be dan¬ 


gerous because of the possibility 
that some of it may go into the 
windpipe and lungs. Infection 
may also occur if the foal inhales 
particles that reach the lungs. 
Choke (esophageal obstruction) 
can cause fatal pneumonia if the 
obstruction isn’t removed in 
time to prevent back-up of fluid 
and food particles into windpipe 
and lungs. 

With prompt and adequate 
treatment during early stages, 
bacterial pneumonia usually 
responds quickly and completely 
to antibiotics. But viral pneumo¬ 
nia may not respond at all, or 
may respond temporarily because 
the antibiotic controls the sec¬ 
ondary bacterial invaders but has 
no effect upon the virus. Some¬ 
times a foal with a longstanding 
case of pneumonia will get an 
opportunistic fungal infection 
that is resistant to treatment. 

Infections involving more 
than one organism are not un¬ 
common, and treatment aimed 
at one invader may not affect the 
other. It is sometimes hard to 
determine the cause of trouble 
from the foal’s outward appear¬ 
ance (whether it’s truly pneumo¬ 
nia—which needs immediate 
attention—or an upper respira¬ 
tory tract infection like a cold), 
so veterinary assistance in diag¬ 
nosis is crucial. A tentative early 
diagnosis can be made by noting 
clinical signs, having a history of 
diseases on the farm, and doing 



a white cell count. One aid in 
diagnosis is a tracheal wash; 
material from the foal’s trachea 
(windpipe) is cultured. Other 
helpful aids are chest x-rays or 
ultrasound, which can show lung 
abscesses. 

Early detection and treat¬ 
ment can halt the infection 
before it becomes serious. If 
pneumonia is suspected, a veteri¬ 
narian should be consulted as 
soon as possible. Death rates 
from some types of pneumonia 
(such as R. equi) can be as high 
as 20 percent of a foal crop. 

Prompt and accurate diagno¬ 
sis is crucial. Supportive treat¬ 
ment such as additional fluids 
(by stomach tube or intraven¬ 
ously if necessary) may be need¬ 
ed. Vigorous treatment must be 
started early and is often needed 
for several weeks or even months. 
A number of antibiotics may be 
necessary, and your veterinarian 
can advise you on these. 

Typical symptoms of pneu¬ 
monia are increased respiration 
rate (breathing rapidly and shal¬ 
lowly), fever and cough, and 
increased pulse rate. But not all 
foals present a typical picture. 
Some continue to nurse and 
seem fairly bright, maintaining 
body weight and continuing to 
nurse until just before they die. 


Others stop nursing and become 
progressively dull and weak. The 
foal may stand with front feet 
wide apart to try to breathe easi¬ 
er. In severe cases a foal may try 
to breathe with his mouth open, 
but this is usually futile; the soft 
palate tends to block the wind¬ 
pipe. 

With pneumonia there’s usu¬ 
ally a nasal discharge of some 
sort, but not always. The dis¬ 
charge may be thick and pus- 
filled, or thin and runny. One 
foal may have a sharp, dry cough 
while another may have a hack¬ 
ing cough. 

Best preventive measures for 
reducing risk of pneumonia are 
good sanitation and close obser¬ 
vation of foals. 

Foal pneumonia is primarily a 
management disease rather than 
a contagious one. Where shelters 
have adequate ventilation and 
mares with foals have plenty of 
space (and stresses on foals are 
minimized), pneumonia is sel¬ 
dom seen. 

Overprotection of early foals 
(in barns) and confinement in 
dusty paddocks in summer are 
prime causes of pneumonia. 
Parasite control is also a factor; 
foals subjected to heavy parasite 
infestation are more susceptible 
to pneumonia. #

I f you ask horsepeople what 
single quality they’d like to 
have in an ideal Thorough¬ 
bred, you’d probably come up 
with a dozen answers. Some 
would say speed while others 


might opt for soundness. Some 
would choose a blue-blooded 
pedigree while another would 
prefer perfect conformation. 
But before the survey was 
through. I’m betting that the 


majority would coalesce around 
one single thing: “Courage,” 
they’d say. “I want a horse with 
courage above all else, for with¬ 
out courage, all other attributes 
are ineffectual and wasted.” 

What is courage in a race 
horse? Most would say that it is 
the ability to overcome adversity, 
to win even when things don’t 
break his way, to deliver the best 
that’s in him, no matter the cir¬ 
cumstances. 

As with horses, so it is some¬ 
times with horsepeople. Take a 
look at Virginia horsewoman 
Sandra Massie Forbush. 

Sandra learned early in life 
what it means to succeed against 
long odds. When she was young, 
she thought that a career as a 
model in her native Maryland 
would be just the thing for her. 
But she struck out with the first 
place she tried, a department 
store in Baltimore. 

“They said that I was too 
short to become a model,” she 


remembered. “But I thought, 
Tve done all this ballet, I know 
how to move with grace. I won’t 
take no for an answer.’ ” 

So she started knocking on 
doors, and soon enough she was 
walking down the runways of 
important shows in New York 
and Washington, appearing with 
famous designer threads on her 
back. With her flaming red hair, 
she was an easy choice for pho¬ 
tographers. Her photographs 
appeared everywhere. She decid¬ 
ed to close the circle. She went 
back to the Baltimore store. 

“I took my portfolio of pho¬ 
tos, and I said, 'Do you think I 
can model for you now?’ They 
said, 'Of course! We would be 
glad to have you!’ ” 

The first mare Forbush 
bought was named Sweet Noth¬ 
ings, a $40,000 purchase in 1977 
at a sale in Kentucky. Sweet 
Nothings proved her worth 
right out of the box. Like a lot 
of newbies to the business, 
Forbush fretted over that mare 
and her first foal. 

“I used to sit there and stare 
at it, and I worried it to death,” 
she said. “Then we took it to 
Saratoga, and it brought $35,000, 
so it almost paid for the mare 
right then and there.” 

Other sales successes fol¬ 
lowed. A Naskra colt brought 
$70,000, a Chieftain filly $26,000 
—nice profits on their respec¬ 
tive stud fees. She was ready to 
take a nifty looking Darby Creek 
Road filly to the Fasig-Tipton 
July sale in 1982, but an electrical 
storm intervened, spooking the 
filly and sending her into a fence 
at night. Her hind legs were cut 
up so severely that it was just like 
raw meat. The filly spent a month 
at the Georgetown Equine 
Hospital in Charlottesville, Va., 
the sale forgotten. 

Forbush turned the filly out 
for a year to recover, and even¬ 
tually, racing under the name 
Nothing Sweeter, she became a 
stakes winner of $223,148. 

Sweet Nothings produced 
another stakes winner, a filly 
called Something ($101,841). 

By this time Forbush had 
developed a thriving business 
boarding horses for other own¬ 
ers. Applying great attention to 
detail, she was the ultimate 
hands-on manager.

“I got a great thrill out of 
watching the weanlings running 
together in the fields at sunset/’ 
she said. “And seeing horses that 
had been at this farm go to the 
races and do well, that was very 
rewarding” 

On the fourth of July, 1989, 
Forbush had been working hard, 
spiffing up the place for the crew 
from the Keeneland sales who 
were coming to look at one of 
her yearlings. “I had never sold a 
yearling at Keeneland, and I 
wanted everything to look nice,” 
she said. 

When evening came, she and 
her husband Gus decided to go 
over to the town of Little 
Washington to get a sandwich 
for dinner. It had started to rain, 
and the road was slick. 

“I was looking out the win¬ 
dow on the right side,” she said, 
“and Gus said, 'Hold on, some¬ 
body’s going to hit us!’ A pickup 
truck was spinning out of con¬ 
trol, and he hit us in the front 
and then the rear of the car.” 

The driver of the truck was 
killed. Her husband walked away 
with minor scratches, saved by 
his airbag, but Sandra wasn’t so 
fortunate. 

“The force of the crash 
broke my back, my ribs and did 
something to my neck,” she said. 
Two operations later, one to put 
steel rods in her back, and the 
other to take them out, and 
Forbush was forced to send the 
horses away, as she was unable to 
care for them herself and to run 
the farm as she wanted it to be 
run. Excruciating pain was her 
constant companion. 

“I used to sit out in the barn 
by myself and wonder how I was 
going to get away from it,” she 
remembered. '"Where can I go 
to get away from this pain?’” 

Finally a doctor specializing 
in pain prescribed some medica¬ 
tion used by terminal cancer 
patients. “In three days the pain 
was gone,” she said. “I could 
actually cope with it. I could 
have a life, but no more riding, 
and that was really, really hard. 

“After I got better, every day 
was just glorious to me. It was 
never too cold, never too hot, 
the little things in life mean so 
much to me now.” 

The horse business a memo¬ 
ry, she needed to find something 


to occupy her time. Once a stu¬ 
dent at the Maryland Art Insti¬ 
tute, she had continued to dab¬ 
ble with drawings over the years. 
Now she decided to apply her¬ 
self. 

“I did a portrait of my little 
dog, Speedy, and when I was 
done, I looked at it and said, 
'Where’d that come from?’ It 
turned out that I had the stuff in 
me all the time, but I never 
dreamed for a minute that I 
could learn to paint well enough 
to make a living.” 

She started in pastels, feeling 
that they were the easier medi¬ 
um. “I had these oils in the 
house, but I was so intimidated 
that I didn’t use them for the 
longest time,” she said. 

Some lessons at the Corcoran 
Art Gallery later, Sandra moved 
into oils and has never looked 
back. Working from her Foxhall 
Farm in Flint Hill, Va., Sandra 
steadily developed her reputa¬ 
tion in the horse world and 
beyond, and now works exclu¬ 
sively on commission. She has 
been the official artist for the 
Virginia Gold Cup, painted the 
portrait of Eclipse Award win¬ 
ner Hansel for his induction into 
the Virginia Equine Hall of 
Fame and has done posters and 
program covers for the likes of 
the Houston Polo Club, the 
Upperville Horse Show and the 
Museum of Hounds and Hunt¬ 
ing. She has been accepted into 
the American Academy of 
Equine Art. 

“I just love the long winter 
days when it’s snowing out and 
I’m up in my studio alone,” she 
said. “I put on some classical 
music and I really enjoy myself.” 

Still, she said, “I miss riding 
terribly. Just getting on and rid¬ 
ing out across the fields, looking 
at the sky and nature. And I miss 
the youngsters, the yearlings and 
weanlings. . . I love to look at a 
good horse. There’s nothing bet¬ 
ter.” 

Painting keeps her close to 
the animals that she loves, who 
have been such a part of her life. 
Almost as blade-thin now as she 
was when she was a fashion 
model, she may appear fragile to 
those who don’t know her well, 
but looks can be deceiving. That 
blade is made of cold-rolled 
steel. #

T he undercard on November 
16 was anything but an 
undercard. Five stakes, one 
better than the next, led up to 
the Grade 1 Frank J. De Francis 
Memorial Dash. 

Polish Pride kicked off the 
stakes skein with a victory in the 
$50,000 Hail Emperor Stakes. 
Trained by Rodney Jenkins for 
Mrs. Frank P. Wright, the Polish 
Numbers colt led every step of 
the mile and a sixteenth to beat 
Pickupspeed by a length. Marci¬ 
ano finished third. Jozbin San¬ 
tana rode the 4-year-old home¬ 
bred who improved his career 
record to five for 12 and 
$109,520 in earnings. It was the 
third straight competitive start 
for Polish Pride since Jenkins 
took over as trainer. 

“He’s a nice horse,” Jenkins 
said. “Looking at his chart, I 
don’t think he liked the grass. 
That’s the main reason for his 
bad races. I don’t think it’s any¬ 
thing that different. Horses 
come around and he’s doing real 
well. I don’t know how good he 
can be. I’ll run him in the Chal- 
ledon [on December 28] for 
Maryland-breds next. He’ll be a 
very useful horse around here 
with the Maryland Million as the 
ultimate goal.” 

The Thirty Eight Go Go 
Stakes came next with Pass the 
Virtue winning the $50,000 
stakes for fillies and mares. 
Owned by Susan Christiansen 
and trained by Leslie Glazier, 
Pass the Virtue scored by five 
and a quarter lengths for her 
third career stakes victory. Based 
at Bowie, Pass the Virtue won 
the Rhododendron at Charles 
Town and the Susan’s Girl 
Breeders’ Cup at Delaware Park 
earlier in the year. 



Polish Pride, owned by Mrs. Frank P. Wright, gained a frontrunning 


victory in the Hail Emperor Stakes, one length to the good of Pickupspeed. 



The historic Selima Stakes went to Makin Heat, a Virginia-bred claimed 


two months earlier for $35,000 by owner Mike Gill and trainer Jerry Robb. 




Alberto Delgado rode the 3- 
year-old daughter of Slavic who 
was an $8,000 Fasig-Tipton Mid- 
lantic Eastern Fall Yearling sales 
purchase. She has now earned 
over 30 times her purchase price. 

Another Eastern Fall gradu¬ 
ate, Makin Heat, won the 77th 
running of the Selima Stakes, a 
$100,000 stakes for 2-year-old 
fillies. Ridden by Mark Johnston, 
Makin Heat captured the mile 
and a sixteenth race by two and 
three-quarters lengths. 

Sold for $16,500, Makin Heat 
pushed her career earnings to 
$147,002 with her fourth victory 
from 10 starts. Trainer John 
Robb claimed the daughter of 
Makin on behalf of owner Mike 
Gill for $35,000 at Pimlico in 
September. Since that maiden 
claiming victory, Makin Heat has 
won two stakes and placed in 
another. 

The 2-year-old boys got their 
chance in the next race, the 
Grade 3 Laurel Futurity. Toccet, 
named after a hockey player, was 
on the power play from the start. 
Trained by John Scanlan for 
Daniel Borislow, the Awesome 
Again homebred cruised to a six 
and a quarter-length victory for 
his second career stakes score and 
fourth win in six starts (he went 
on to win the Grade 2 Remsen 
at Aqueduct two weeks later). 

Toccet trains at Laurel every 
morning and is now well on his 
way toward the Triple Crown 
trail. The bay colt finished third 
in his debut at Colonial Downs, 
broke his maiden at Laurel, won 
an allowance at Pimlico and then 
upset the Grade 1 Champagne 
Stakes at Belmont, knocking off 
some of the better 2-year-olds 
in the country. The luck of the 
draw killed Toccet in the 
Breeders’ Cup Juvenile Stakes- 
Gl, where he drew the 14 hole 
and never got untracked. 

While Toccet was named 
after a hockey player, the next 
stakes winner on the card was 
named after a. . . what? The 
name Hunka Hunka Lori Z is 
what you get when you combine 
a dam named Bunka Bunka and 
a part owner named Zanella. 
Either way, it works, especially in 
the stretch call of a stakes. 

Trained by Ben Feliciano Jr., 
the 4-year-old filly by Colonial 
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Won first three starts at two,

GRADE 1 DE FRANCIS DASH 
SETS STAGE FOR D’WILDCAT 



(IT hunderello too good to 
I sit” declared a headline 
I in the Daily Racing Form 
on the morning of Saturday, 
November 16. Unfortunately, 
the Breeders’ Cup Sprint-Gl 
runner-up was too hurt to finish 
the Grade 1 Frank J. De Francis 
Memorial Dash at Laurel Park. 
The 3-year-old colt broke the 
splint bone and chipped a 
sesamoid bone in his left front 
leg in mid-race, which left 
California shipper D’wildcat to 
pick up the pieces of the 
$300,000 stakes. 

Trained by Bob Hess Jr. and 
ridden by Jorge Chavez, D wild¬ 
cat won by a length and three- 
quarters and ran the six furlongs 
in 1:10.81. 

Maybe it was all in the stable 
name. D’wildcat runs for Fog 
City Stable of Dave Shimmon 
and Bill Bianco and it was any¬ 
thing but sunny at race time. 


D wildcat relished the sloppy 
going for his fifth career score in 
front of 10,980 brave fans who 
came out to see the six-stakes 
card. 

Maryland-based and bred 
Deer Run and Sassy Hound ran 
well to round out the board. 
Trained by Chris Grove, Deer 
Run upped his 2002 earnings to 
over $260,000 for breeder/ 
owner William R. Harris. Sassy 
Hound was also bred by Harris 
but runs for Toby Roth. Trained 
by Ben Feliciano Jr., the gelded 
son of Deerhound has made 
g more than $150,000 this year 
8 and close to $500,000 in his 
| career. 

§ D wildcat, a 4-year-old Ken- 
y tucky-bred son of Forest Wild- 
| cat, came off three straight turf 
starts to win his first Grade 1. 
The $600,000 2-year-old in 
training purchase improved his 
record to five for 14. 


D’wildcat traveled 19 hours from his home base in California to win the 
De Francis Dash, covering the six furlongs over sloppy going in 1:10.81. 


‘‘We’ve been trying to win a 
Grade 1 with him all along,” said 
Hess, who was making his first 
trip to Laurel. “I was so focused 
on our horse that I didn’t know 
anything happened until inside 
the quarter pole. We were sta¬ 
bled next to Thunderello. He’s a 
big beautiful individual and 
looked very sound. It just had to 
be a misstep.” 

Hess was proud of his horse 
who endured a 19-hour ship 
from Santa Anita to Laurel. 

“You couldn’t have a better 
student. I’ve never been disap¬ 
pointed in the horse; I’ve been 
frustrated by situations this 
year,” Hess said. “He’s a great 
horse who does everything right. 
It was his best race, all things 
considered. It was a Grade 1. He 
had to travel a long way to get 
there and I don’t care what hap¬ 
pened, he beat some really good 
horses in this race. The horse 
hasn’t been frustrating, but the 
year had been, so to end it like 
this with his first Grade 1, that 
makes up for everything.” 

Hess liked Laurel so much, 
he plans to bring D’wildcat back 
for the Grade 2 General George 
Handicap on February 17. 

Thunderello, based at Bel¬ 
mont Park with trainer Scott 
Lake, helped add a Mid-Atlantic 
touch to 2002 Breeders’ Cup 
day. He prepped for the Sprint 
with a triumph in the October 5 
Gallant Bob Handicap at Phila¬ 
delphia Park, traveling the six 
furlongs in 1:09.83. 

Bred by Four Horsemen’s 
Ranch in Florida and owned by 
Charles Mady, Thunderello set 
the pace in the Sprint before 
being passed by Orientate in the 
final strides. 

Thunderello now retires with 
three wins and three seconds 
from seven starts and earnings 
of $388,400. The son of 1993 
De Francis Dash winner Mont- 
brook is set to enter stud at 
Doug Arnold’s Buck Pond Farm 
near Versailles, Ky. /Sean Clancy 


Affair easily won the $50,000 
Stefanita Stakes under Mario 
Pino. A $7,000 Eastern Fall Sales 
yearling, Hunka Hunka Lori Z 
flipped her bankroll to $227,763 
with her seventh victory in 25 
tries for Mike Zanella and 
Charles Reed. 


Feliciano never knows what 
to expect with Hunka Hunka 
Lori Z. 

“I never know when she’s 
going to run a good race. She’s a 
very nasty filly to be around. The 
groom is the only one that gets 
along with her, I don’t even go in 


her stall,” Feliciano said. “It’s 
whenever she feels like running 
well, we never know. She ran at 
Timonium once and pulled up. 
Somebody thought she broke 
down. I said, ‘I don’t think she 
broke down, I just think she 
didn’t feel like running’ There 


wasn’t anything wrong with her, 
it just wasn’t her day. She has a 
lot of talent but it just depends 
on what day you catch her. If she 
feels like running, she runs, if 
she doesn’t, good luck.”

Twixt Stakes for 3-year-old 
Maryland-bred fillies provided 
the Saturday highlight at Laurel. 
And it had as much action as the 
six stakes from the previous 
Saturday 

The previously undefeated 
Darnestown bolted on the sec¬ 
ond turn, carrying out post-time 
favorite Undercover and handing 
the race to Hickory Plains Farm’s 
True Sensation, who survived 
her own trouble in the first turn. 

Winner of the 2001 Maryland 
Juvenile Filly Championship 
Stakes at Laurel, True Sensation 
was winless in 2002 until the 
Twixt. Jeremy Rose allowed her 
to settle off the pace before ral¬ 
lying for the half-length score. 

A Maryland-bred champion 
each year she raced (1972 to 
’75), Twixt was Maryland-bred 
horse of the year in 1973 and 
1974. She retired as the state’s 
all-time leading money-winning 
mare, having amassed $619,143 
in 71 starts. She won 18 stakes, 
including two runnings of the 
Barbara Fritchie Handicap. 

Sondra Bender’s Boca Flyer 
eclipsed heavy favorite Hay 
Getoutofmyway on the wire to 
win the $60,000 Humphrey S. 
Finney Stakes for 3-year-old 
Maryland-breds on November 9. 
It was a nose separation after 
nine furlongs. 

It was the 11th stakes win of 
the year for Sondra and Howard 
Bender and their trainer Larry 
Murray, who achieved that total 
with six horses.

Sanford Goldfarb’s Aggadan 
led every step of the $75,000 
Northern Dancer Stakes for 
Maryland-bred 3-year-olds on 
November 30.

stakes score. Ridden by Mario 
Pino for trainer Richard Dutrow 
Jr., Aggadan outlasted This 
Guns For Hire by a neck. The

win was Pino’s 16th stakes victo¬ 
ry in Maryland this year. 

Jockey Jozbin Santana 
dominated the Laurel card on 
November 7, winning four 
races. The 23-year-old guided 
Trevor’s Lucky One, Tactical 
Pride, Wild Coast and Darnes¬ 
town to victories on the day. 

Ryan Fogelsonger won four 
on November 23 to increase his 
lead in the Laurel standings and 
improve his chances for an 
Eclipse Award as the nation’s 
leading apprentice rider. 

The Silver Spring, Md., native 
leads all apprentices in earnings 
and victories. 

As Fogelsonger went for the 
Eclipse Award, veteran jockey 
Rick Wilson, 28 years older 
than Fogelsonger, celebrated his 
own milestone. The veteran 
jockey passed Eddie Arcaro for 
20th on the all-time win list 
when he guided Deporte Total 
on November 29 for his 4,780th 
career victory. Maryland-based 
jockey Mario Pino is 18th with 
5,000 and counting. 

Ramon Dominguez cele¬ 
brated Thanksgiving with a 
frontrunning score aboard 
Quick Punch in his first ride 
back after breaking his left wrist 
July 24 at Delaware Park. 

At the time of his injury, 
Dominguez ranked second in 
the country with 217 wins 
(including 108 in Maryland) and 
his earnings ($6.1 million) placed 
him in the top 10. Eighteen 
weeks later he still ranked in the 
top 30 in both categories. #

A s the Delaware Park meet 
ended on November 17, so 
did the riding career of 
Mike McCarthy. A six-time 
winner of the Delaware Park rid¬ 
ing tide, McCarthy said he 
intends to become a trainer. 

On the closing day of the 
meet, a celebration was to have 
been held in the winner’s circle 
after McCarthy’s final mount, 
but the last card was canceled 
due to inclement weather. 

However, some of McCar¬ 
thy’s fellow riders and friends 
gathered that final day to wish 
him well in his new profession. 
Rich Glazier, Delaware’s colorful 
paddock and television host, 
compiled a video tribute to the 


rider, depicting his most memo¬ 
rable victories. The tribute 
included an interview that 
McCarthy conducted with the 
late trainer Bob Camac, for 
whom he rode regularly. 

McCarthy, 39, dominated the 
Delaware riding scene after he 
moved his tack from Philadel¬ 
phia Park in 1996. In that time 
period, he was the riding cham¬ 
pion each year except in 2001, 
when he lost to apprentice 
Jeremy Rose. 

Among his many accomplish¬ 
ments was being a co-recipient 
of the 1997 Delaware Athlete of 
the Year award. He also holds 
the Delaware Park record for 
victories by a jockey in a season 


with 218 in 1997, and tied the 
record for most wins in a day by 
riding six winners from six 
mounts on May 20,1998, and by 
notching six winners from nine 
mounts on November 2,1997. 

Although McCarthy, a native 
of East Meadow, N.Y., twice 
won the Grade 3 Delaware Oaks, 
the track’s most prestigious prize, 
the Delaware Handicap-G3, elud¬ 
ed him. 

He began his career at 
Belmont Park in 1982, and won 
his first race at Finger Lakes later 
that year. After spending 10 
years at Finger Lakes, he moved 
to Philadelphia Park, where he 
was the leading rider in 1994 and 
1995.

McCarthy plans to open a 
small public stable in Florida this 
winter, then come back to Dela¬ 
ware Park as a trainer. 

“There are numerous reasons 
I decided to retire/’ said McCar¬ 
thy. “But most of all I think I’ve 
lost my desire to continue on. 
Even though, for the most part, 
I win races every day, and I’ve 
had the opportunity to ride 
some really nice horses, it just 
seems like it’s not there for me 
anymore. Pm not as excited 
about riding as I used to be. I 
know there are a lot people who 
would kill to be in my position, 
but Pve lost my desire to do it.” 

McCarthy said his body is 
starting to feel the effects of rid¬ 
ing, which contributed to his 
decision to call it quits. 

“Being a trainer is going to 
give me the excitement, I think, 
to continue in the horse racing 
business,” he said. “A lot of peo¬ 
ple who have tried to make the 
transition from jockey to trainer 
have failed, so that in itself is a 
challenge. But I think Pm up for 
it.” 

Eddie Fair, McCarthy’s 
longtime agent, said that after 
wintering in Florida, he plans to 
take the book of Joe Rocco Jr. at 
Delaware next spring. “You know 
how things are in this business 
—things can change, but that’s 
what Pm planning on doing,” he 
said. Fair and McCarthy teamed 
up at Philadelphia Park in 1995. 

The final Delaware jockey 
standings had McCarthy atop 
the list with 157 victories, while 
Jeremy Rose, last year’s leading 
rider, was second with 138. 
Clinton Potts, who switched his 
tack from Penn National this 
year, was third with 132 victo¬ 
ries, while Tony Black was 
fourth with 128. 

Ramon Dominguez, who 
led the jockeys’ race by nearly 30 
victories before breaking his 
wrist in a spill in late summer, 
ended up in fifth place with 104 
wins. 

In the trainers’ race, Scott 
Lake won his first Delaware tide 
with 84 winners, 13 more than 
Mark Shuman. The two engaged 
in a heated claiming battle 
throughout much of the meet¬ 
ing, claiming horses back and 
forth between the two stables. 


Allen Iwinski and Mike 
Pino tied for third, with 57 win¬ 
ners each. 

Two $40,000-added six-fur¬ 
long stakes for Virginia-bred 
and/or Virginia-sired 2-year-olds 
highlighted the card of Novem¬ 
ber 9. The M. Tyson Gilpin 
Stakes was won by Fairview 
Enterprises and John B. Porter’s 
Overpass, a Kentucky-bred son 
of former Virginia sire Slavic. 

Trained by Randy Nunley 
and ridden by Clinton Potts, 
Overpass blew away his six oppo¬ 
nents, winning by 1 OV 2 lengths in 
1:11.76. It was his second win 
from six lifetime starts; prior to 
the Gilpin, he was third in the 
$50,000 Comet Stakes at Mead- 
owlands. With the $25,560 purse, 
he’s earned $64,080. 

In the Hildene Stakes for fil¬ 
lies, Mike Gill’s Makin Heat, 
bred in Virginia by Spencer F. 
Young, earned her third lifetime 
victory from nine starts. Under 
Delaware’s second-leading rider 
Jeremy Rose, the daughter of 
Makin won by five and three- 
quarters lengths and was timed 
in 1:12.10. With the $25,200 
prize, she boosted her bankroll 
to $87,002. She’s trained by John 
J. Robb. 

The final week of racing 

was marred by the cancellation 
of two cards and the early termi¬ 
nation of a third. On Tuesday, 
November 12, jockeys voted not 
to ride because the track was 
unsafe after heavy rains. On 
Saturday, November 16, three 
races were contested, but the 
rest of the card was scrapped 
because of an unsafe, sloppy 
surface. The 2002 meet ended 
on a disappointing note when 
the final scheduled day, Sunday, 
November 17, was also can¬ 
celled because of heavy rain and 
an unsafe racing surface. 

The potent owner/trainer/ 
jockey combination of Mike 
Gill, Mark Shuman and 
Jeremy Rose clicked for the 
final race of the season, which 
was the third race on November 
16. Rose booted home Rinkadun 
in a $12,500 claiming race at six 
furlongs. 

When the final numbers were 
tallied for the 139-day meet, 
Delaware Park experienced slight

increases in handle as compared 
to 2001. 

Total handle on Delaware 
Park racing (live on-track and 
simulcast out) was $282,685,168, 
an increase of .06 percent from 
the 2001 meet, which had total 
handle of $282,505,422. 

Average daily handle on Dela¬ 
ware Park racing (live on-track 
and simulcasting-out) in 2002 
was $2,033,706. The average 
daily handle on Delaware Park 
racing in 2001 was $2,032,413, 
also an increase of .06 percent. 

The Delaware Handicap 
has been elevated to Grade 2 sta¬ 
tus for its 2003 running. The mile 
and a quarter race for fillies and 
mares has attracted full, talented 
fields the last few years. Last 
year’s winner, Edward P. Evans’s 
Summer Colony, is a multiple 
graded stakes winner trained by 
Mark Hennig. The purse for the 
past three runnings has been 
$600,000. #

S hort fields, fewer races 
and lower purses added 
up to all-around disap¬ 
pointment during the Meadow- 
lands meet that ended Novem¬ 
ber 23. 

Bruce Garland, executive 
vice president/racing for the 
New Jersey Sports and Exposi¬ 
tion Authority (NJSEA), said 
that there simply was not 
enough purse money available 
to make the meet a success. 
Purses averaged $188,000 a day, 
far below the record $368,000 
offered in 2001. In 2001, a $12 
million supplement from the 
state helped boost purses to 
record levels, but early in 2002 
Governor Jim McGreevey with¬ 
drew a similar supplement due 
to a deficit in the state budget. 

The NJSEA was required by 
law to run 141 days last year. 

From mid-October until the 
end of the meet, Garland said, 
daily total handle on the 
Meadowlands live product was 
down anywhere between 30 and 
50 percent. 

“Our racing was not being 
bet either on-track or off-track,” 
he said. “It’s hurting our credi¬ 
bility. It wasn't good for our 
simulcast partners and it wasn’t 
good for the horsemen.” 

Final numbers for the meet 
were down nearly across-the- 
board. Average on-track daily 
handle was $424,830, a drop of 
30.6 percent from 2001. The 
total average daily handle was 
$1,824,599, a decrease of 19.6 
percent from the 2001 season. 
On-track attendance was down 
16.8 percent to 4,068 fans per 
day. 

Two bright spots were on¬ 
site handle, which combines the 



live and imported simulcast 
wagering at the Meadowlands, 
which posted a gain of 4.7 per¬ 
cent over 2001, and Tuesday rac¬ 
ing, which was switched from a 
night program to an afternoon 
card for the 2002 season. The 
total wagered on Tuesday racing 
was $2,131,892, a 53 percent 
gain over Tuesdays in 2001. 

As for the future: A total of 
151 racing dates for 2003, the 
largest number in several years, 
was approved by the New Jersey 
Racing Commission at its 
November meeting in Trenton, 
N.J. 

Garland, representing the 
NJSEA, requested a total of 86 
dates for Monmouth Park and 
55 for Meadowlands, while Hal 
Handel, representing Green¬ 
wood Racing Inc., asked for 10 
dates for Atlantic City. 

Handel said that he would 
like six of those dates to be run 
at Monmouth Park, and four at 
the Adantic City facility. The 
four-day stand would be all on 
the turf, as it has been the last 
four seasons. 

The meeting was marked by 
complete cooperation among 
track management, horsemen 
and commissioners, in stark con¬ 
trast to last year’s dates battle. 
Garland said he was requesting 
141 dates—mandated by the law 
that legalized off-track and 
phone-betting in 2001—despite 
the lack of purse money to sup¬ 
port that schedule. 

“Running this many dates 
will hurt our competitive posi¬ 
tion with neighboring states,” 
Garland said. 


Because of a huge state 
deficit, the NJSEA was not opti¬ 
mistic about a purse supplement 
from the state for 2003. 

Jockey Hector Ramos 
decreased his apprentice allow¬ 
ance from seven pounds to five 
while recording three victories in 
one week, including a double on 
November 11. 

Also during the week of 
November 11, Philadelphia Park- 
based trainer Phil Aristone sad¬ 
dled a trio of winners, two of 
them recent claims. 

Aristone is a longtime New 
Jersey owner/trainer/breeder 
helping to keep his family’s 
Indian Mills Stock Farm, located 
in the southern portion of the 
state, flourishing through tough 
economic times. The farm was 
perhaps best known as the home 
of Bombay Duck, a multiple 
stakes winner who annexed the 
1974 running of the World’s 
Playground Stakes-G3 and 
placed in four Grade 1 stakes, 
including a runner-up effort in 
the Wood Memorial. Bombay 
Duck is buried on the farm. 

Trainer John McCaslin, 
jockey Eddie King Jr. and 
owner E & G Stables each won 
their first Meadowlands titles, 
taking their respective divisions 
at the conclusion of the meet on 
November 23. 

McCaslin, who is based at 
Philadelphia Park, gave new 
meaning to the term “ship to 
win.” Of the 51 horses he sent 
up the New Jersey Turnpike to 
compete at Meadowlands, 19 
won—good for a 37.3 winning 
percentage. McCaslin’s charges 


were in the money 67 percent of 
the time. 

King earned his first Mea¬ 
dowlands crown the hard way— 
locked in battle throughout 
much of the meet with Roberto 
Alvarado Jr. In the final few 
days, however, King inched 
ahead to win 63 to 56, with 
Carlos Cruz a distant third with 
35 winners. 

Eric and Gregg Fral, cam¬ 
paigning as E & G Stables, can 
thank McCaslin for positioning 
them atop the Meadowlands 
owners’ standings, as all their 
runners were trained by him. 
g One of E & G’s colorbearers, 
Heroofthegame, was the win- 
ningest horse at the Big M meet, 
compiling a perfect six-for-six 
record and earning $99,000. 

A son of Montbrook bred by 
Manuel Estevez and Ocala Stud 
Farm, 6-year-old Heroofthegame 
won a claiming race on Septem¬ 
ber 13 before taking five straight 
allowance and allowance-option¬ 
al claiming events. Lifetime, 
Heroofthegame has won 11 
times in 42 starts over five sea¬ 
sons of racing, with earnings of 
$278,225. 

Trainer Kevin Sleeter 
unleashed a one-two punch in 
the $50,000 New Jersey Futurity 
on closing night, winning the 
six-furlong test for juvenile 
state-breds in a photo with Kaw 
Liga Sioux and finishing sec¬ 
ond with Something Smith. 
Both horses are sons of the late 
Northern Idol, who stood at the 
Sleeter family’s farm in Clemen- 
ton, N.J. 

Something Smith set the 
pace with Kaw Liga Sioux track¬ 
ing in third. Jockey Eddie King 
Jr. began working on Kaw Liga 
Sioux as they rounded the far 
turn, and as Something Smith 
began to tire late, Kaw Liga 
Sioux mounted a late surge to 
prevail by a nose. He covered 
the six furlongs in 1:10.90. True- 
americanspirit was third, com¬ 
pleting a $10 exacta with the 
favored Sleeter entry. 

“He ran a little green today, 
but I’m looking forward to him 
maturing and going longer,” said 
King. “He’ll be a real serious 
contender stretching out.” 

A full brother to Sioux Cat, 
who won the New Jersey Futur¬ 
ity in 1996, Kaw Liga Sioux has 
won three times in four starts

P hiladelphia Park’s final 
stakes of 2002 took place 
on November 16, with 
Edward Rudley’s Yo skipping 
through the slop to win the 
$50,000 Pennsylvania Nursery 
Stakes, a seven-furlong event for 
PA-bred 2-year-old colts and 
geldings. 

The victory was the third 
from four lifetime starts for the 
son of Valid Wager, who’s trained 
by Eddie Coletti Jr. and was rid¬ 
den by veteran Tony Black. He 
was timed in 1:25.33 and 
returned $3.40 as the favorite. 

"He’s still a young horse 
without much experience. He 
was stuck inside getting hit with 
tons of mud and yet when room 
appeared he just took off,” said 
Black. 


Luis Munar, one of the top 
riders at Penn National for the 
last several years, moved his tack 
full-time to Philadelphia Park in 
November. Munar’s wife and 
family made the move to Ben- 
salem, Pa., with him. 

Munar contacted veteran 
agent Ray Lopez, who also has 
leading jockey Stewart Elliott, to 
handle his book. 

"He really wanted to get 
away from night racing at Penn,” 
said Lopez. “He had a lot of 
success out there, and thought 
he’d try riding for more money 
at Philadelphia.” 

Through December 1, Munar 
has won 11 races at Philadelphia. 
Overall, he’s compiled a record 
of 102 wins from 619 mounts, a 
16 percent winning rate. 

Trainer Steve Krebs, former 
Philadelphia Park-based assis¬ 
tant for Scott Lake, has struck out 
on his own. With nearly 20 hors¬ 
es and a primary owner, Danny 
Limongelli, Krebs has been win¬ 
ning with regularity, sporting a 
26 percent winning rate and a 65 
percent in-the-money rate since 
late October. Overall, Krebs had 
won 26 races from 101 starters 
in 2002 (through December 2). 

One of Krebs’s 2002 success 
stories was 3-year-old Lothar, 
owned by Limongelli. Since 
being acquired privately, the son 


of Allen’s Prospect has won four 
of five starts for Krebs and is 
undefeated since September 25. 
His most recent victory came on 
November 26 at Philadelphia in 
a $25,000 claiming race at six fur¬ 
longs and boosted Lothar’s totals 
in 2002 to five wins in nine starts 
and earnings of $70,220. 

Despite two bowed tendons, 
the classy My Jeff’s Mombo 


notched his 20th lifetime victory 
and third in a row at Philadelphia 
on November 12 (in a dead heat 
with Audacious Explorer), his 
first start since trainer Scott Lake 
claimed him on October 28 for 
$10,000. Through age 8, the 
stakes winner has compiled a 
mark of 55 starts, 20 wins, 14 
seconds and seven thirds, and has 
earned $523,426. # 


PENN NATIONAL

P eter Klesaris’s Captivator, 
who was the winningest 
horse in the country in 2001 
while stabled at Penn National, 
did what he does best on Nov¬ 
ember 15—cross the wire first. 

Competing for a $3,500 
claiming tag, the 9-year-old son 
of Irish Tower—Sensuously, by 
Decidedly, won the mile test by 
two and a quarter lengths at odds 
of 7-1 under Hiram Rivera. The 
gray gelding is trained by Morris 
Hicks. 


The trainer/jockey duo of 
Tim Ritchey and Jeremy Rose, 
who have dominated Delaware 
Park the last two years, took their 
show on the road the night of 
November 15 and came away 
with a victory in the $63,700 
Blue Mountain Juvenile Stakes, a 
six-furlong test for 2-year-old 
Pennsylvania-bred fillies. 

Ritchey saddled A Vision in 
Gray, whom he co-owns with 
Lorraine Barberino, and Rose 
piloted her to a four and a half¬ 


length tally over nine rivals for 
her maiden victory, completing 
the distance in 1:12.91 and 
returning $5.60 as the favorite. 

A very troubled runner-up 
was the John Alecci-owned and 
trained Always Devilish, who 
was steadied entering the first 
turn, clipped heels and stumbled 
turning for home, and yet rallied 
to get second money. Love for 
Ali ducked out at the break but 
recovered for third.

A daughter of Two Punch—

Derry Meeting Farm and pur¬ 
chased by Ritchey for $27,000 at 
the 2001 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Eastern Fall Yearling sale. She 
earned $38,220 for the Blue 
Mountain win. 

Jockeys deemed the racing 
strip too dangerous the night of 
November 22 and refused to 
ride, causing the cancellation of 
the card. Track management, 
however, didn’t feel that the sur¬ 
face was a problem. 

"I felt that the track was 
safe,” said Richard Schnaars, 


vice-president and general man¬ 
ager of Penn National. “If it 
wasn’t, I would have cancelled 
the card myself.” 

Fuller fields and a robust 
barn area have contributed to an 
overall positive financial picture 
for Penn National, as reflected in 
its October 22 report to the 
Pennsylvania State Racing Com¬ 
mission. Track management 
reported that in-state and out-of- 
state handle on Penn National 
races, as well as total year-to-date 
handle, was up nearly five per¬ 
cent as compared to 2001. 

“I think the main thing is our 
field sizes have been larger than 


last year,” said Schnaars. “The 
horsemen have really stepped up 
to the plate for us. The average 
field size is up one horse per race 
from last year. 

“There really isn’t any magic 
formula or mystique to increas¬ 
ing handle,” he said. “People like 
numbers. . . they like to bet on 
races with big fields.” 

Schnaars said he was opti¬ 
mistic about the winter months 
at Penn National, since racing 
secretary Paul Jenkins has reached 
out to out-of-town horsemen to 
fill in the gaps, getting them to 
stable and race at the track when 
others leave for warmer climates. 


Jockey David Cora appeared 
to be well on his way toward his 
second Penn National riding title 
as he held a commanding 103- 
race lead over Emilio Flores in 
the jockey’s race, 240 to 137, as 
of November 26. Thomas 
Clifton was third with 134 wins. 

Trainer Harry Thompson 
Jr. also held a big advantage in 
the trainers’ race, maintaining a 
56-race lead over Bruce Kravets. 
John Zimmerman and Flint 
Stites were third and fourth, with 
86 and 83 wins, respectively. # 


CHARLES TOWN 
SHOWCASES 
TOP LOCAL 
2-YEAR-OLDS 

TOM MARPLE 


A gifted group of 2-year-olds 
was reunited for a late-sea- 
son run at glory in the West 
Virginia Futurity, which was run 
in two divisions at Charles Town 
on November 16. The $50,000 
event proved worthy of two win 
photos as Longfield Spud and 
Courageous Valor each gained 
a runaway victory. 

In the first division, Long- 
field Spud, owned by Ralph 
Thomas’s Longfield Farms, 
improved his lifetime mark to 
three wins and a second from 
five starts when he won going 
away by seven and three-quar¬ 
ters lengths over Hushaby Babe. 
It was another three and a half 
lengths back to Aye a Hot Shot 
in third. 

The winner, with Cesar 
Torres aboard, rated behind 
Hushaby Babe early. After an 
impressive move at the half-mile 
marker, Longfield Spud stopped 
the timer in 1:29.06 for the 
seven furlongs over a track offi¬ 
cially listed as sloppy. 


In the Futurity’s next divi¬ 
sion, the mighty Caseys certainly 
didn’t strike out. In fact, they 
loaded the bases. Courageous 
Valor proved to be a most gallant 
gal as she galloped home nearly 
10 lengths in front of the gelding 
Straight Star. The top two finish¬ 
ers are stablemates owned by 
Taylor Mountain Farm (Eleanor 
and James W Casey). The winner 
is trained by Lori Bourne; James 
W Casey is the trainer of record 
for the runner-up. And when 
Very Eloquent, owned and 
trained by James M. Casey, setded 
for third, the Casey clan con¬ 
cluded a very persuasive one- 
two-three coup. 

“I hoped we could finish 
one-two and I thought my son’s 
horse would hold on for third, 
but I figured the order of the top 
two would be reversed,” James 
W Casey said. 

Straight Star, an earner of 
$54,331, has never missed the 
board in seven career starts and 
the Futurity was his fourth 
straight stakes race. Courageous 
Valor upset her stablemate while 
breaking her maiden. 

“Lori had the filly at the top 
of her game,” James W Casey 
said. “No matter how you look 
at it, she ran a real powerful 
race.” Courageous Valor, by My 
Boy Adam, covered the seven 
furlongs in 1:28.29. 

Females trainers swept all but 
the first and fourth races on the 
West Virginia Futurity-day card. 
Cynthia O’Bannon launched 


the streak when Mr. Colin P. 
(named in honor of Secretary of 
State Colin Powell) returned 
$30.60 as the winner of race two. 
Cynthia Wever visited the win¬ 
ner’s circle following the third 
race as Hindsight saw a $14.80 
payoff. Anne Southard found 
the limelight when Gather the 
Roses garnered an $11.80 win 
mutuel in race five. Lori 
Bourne’s stakes victory (Coura¬ 
geous Valor) added to the list in 
the sixth. Lucy Webb kept the 
parade of winners going as Roy’s 
Ruckus ($8.60) had the where¬ 
withal to run away with race 
seven. Then Mother Nature had 
her way as continuing rains 
caused the cancellation of the 
remaining three races. 

Possible expansion of Charles 
Town’s six-furlong racing sur¬ 
face is a hot topic for some 
horsemen. Options run the 
gamut from widening the exist¬ 
ing surface and banking the 
turns to changing the circumfer¬ 
ence to seven furlongs while 
adding a six-furlong turf course. 

“There are an awful lot of 
things that need to be addressed 
by an awful lot of different peo¬ 
ple,” said Dick Watson, president 
of the Charles Town Horse¬ 
men’s Benevolent and Protective 
Association (HBPA). “I would 
not hazard a guess as to the final 
outcome because there are just 
too many ifs, ands or buts.” 

The possibility of conducting 
races across the street at Shenan¬ 
doah Downs (which closed in 


the late 1970s and currently 
serves as a training facility) is 
being explored. 

The gallopingghosts of Shen¬ 
andoah Downs may be willing to 
welcome back live racing, but 
fans would not enjoy the same 
on-scene greeting. Due to the 
condition of the grandstand and 
other structures at the defunct 
track, only licensed personnel 
would be permitted on site. 

“With some renovations, it 
could be possible to run races at 
Shenandoah and send the signal 
back to Charles Town as well as 
our simulcast outlets,” Watson 
said. “That way we would not 
lose our place in the market 
while Charles Town’s renova¬ 
tions were completed.” 

Watson and the HBPA board 
of directors endorse a plan call¬ 
ing for a seven-furlong main 
track and a turf course. That 
project would come with an esti¬ 
mated price tag of $6 to $8 mil¬ 
lion. 

“It would obviously not be in 
the best interest of Charles 
Town’s horsemen to close the 
track for months if it would put 
everybody out of business,” Wat¬ 
son said. “But as long as there is 
a potential for improvement, we 
will continue to explore and 
address all avenues. While there 
is no timetable at hand, we will 
continue to move with all delib¬ 
erate speed. Finding a way this 
can be done without causing 
hardships is the goal.” #

Our industry’s biggest legislative issue is the ongoing debate in Washington over the propriety of 
Internet gaming. In 2002, this debate centered on the Combating Illegal Gambling Reform and 
Modernization Act (the “Goodlatte Bill,” H.R. 3215) and the Unlawful Internet Gambling Funding 
Prohibition Act (the “Oxley/Leach Bill,” H.R. 556). 

The Goodlatte Bill in its original form would have outlawed most Internet gambling but preserved 
racing’s right to conduct interstate simulcasting and account wagering under state law and the 
Interstate Horseracing Act (IHA). 

After a contentious debate in the Judiciary Committee, the bill was amended to remove the provi¬ 
sions that had protected any activities conducted in accordance with the IHA. The bill passed by the 
Judiciary Committee would have rolled back all the gains from the 2000 IHA amendment and left 
the racing industry vulnerable to increased legal questions on the legality of interstate simulcasting 
and commingled pools. Fortunately, because of strong opposition from the casinos, Indians, lotteries 
and racing industry to the amended bill, and lack of support for the bill in either the House or 
Senate, there was no further action on the Goodlatte bill following the Judiciary Committee’s action. 

With the Goodlatte bill losing momentum, the Oxley /Leach bill has caught legislators’ attention. 
This bill prohibits the use of credit cards, electronic fund transfers and other bank financial instru¬ 
ments in online gaming. 

Because of its broad definition of the Internet, early drafts of the Oxley/Leach bill could have been 
interpreted as making it illegal for any entity—including account wagering services, racetracks and 
off-track wagering facilities—to accept a credit card from a consumer wishing to make a parimutuel 
wager or to open a wagering account. Working with members of Congress to explain the current 
law and racing’s unique position as a major agribusiness supporting nearly 500,000 full-time jobs, 
we were successful in including language in the bill that clarifies that state-regulated, parimutuel 
wagering is exempt from the bill’s prohibitions. As a result, in the version of the bill that passed the 
full House this fall, the definition of an unlawful bet or wager now excludes “any lawful transaction 
with a business licensed or authorized by the state,” such as a parimutuel operator.

In light of the recent controversy surrounding the Breeders’ Cup Pick 6, we are especially concerned 
about preserving the current exception for state-licensed or state-authorized activities. Absent that 
exception, because of the broad definitions of the Internet and credit cards within Oxley/Leach, (i) 
the bill effectively would prohibit all non-cash wagering, whether through account wagering or at 
racetracks; and (ii) could potentially call into question the legality of interstate commingling of 
pools.

POLISH NUMBERS 
DEAD AT 15 


P olish Numbers, one of the 
Mid-Atlantic region’s most 
significant sires, was eutha¬ 
nized on November 29 after 
shattering the tibia in his left 
hind leg while turned out in his 
paddock. The son of Danzig 
was 15. 

Polish Numbers was the first 
horse Northview Stallion Station 
syndicated when Northview 
took over the famed Windfields 
Farm stallion complex in Chesa¬ 
peake City, Md., in 1992. Syndi¬ 
cated for $17,500 a share, Polish 
Numbers joined a number of 
former Windfields stallions, 
including Two Punch and Caveat, 
to stand at Northview. 

A stakes-placed earner of 
$80,493 who set a six and a half¬ 
furlong track record at Belmont 
Park, Polish Numbers initially 
stood for $3,500. As a possible 
hint of things to come, Polish 
Numbers occupied the same 
stall as his legendary grandsire, 
Northern Dancer. 


Polish Numbers quickly 
added his name to the growing 
number of quality sires descend¬ 
ing from influential broodmare 
Striking when he became Mary¬ 
land’s leading sire of 2-year-olds 
during his freshman season in 
1995. Three years later, with just 
four crops to race, Polish 
Numbers was the Mid-Atlantic 
region’s leading sire by progeny 
earnings—more than $3.4 mil¬ 
lion—and his daughter Tenski 
was named Maryland-bred horse 
of the year, champion 3-year-old 
filly and champion turf runner. 

Out of champion juvenile filly 
Numbered Account (a great- 
granddaughter of Striking), Polish 
Numbers was a three-quarter 
brother to Grade 1 winner Dance 
Number (dam of champion 
Rhythm and top Mid-Adantic 
sire Not For Love) and a half- 
brother to Grade 1 winner and 
top sire Private Account. Under 
Polish Numbers’s second dam 
appears leading sire Woodman.

Once his 2-year-olds reached 
the races, Polish Numbers’s stud 
fee started to climb and reached 
a career high of $25,000 in 2000, 
while shares were exchanged for 
$275,000. The handsome bay 
was due to stand the 2003 sea¬ 
son for $15,000. 

From 429 foals of racing age 
in his first eight crops, Polish 
Numbers has sired 35 stakes 
winners and 37 stakes-placed 
runners, an impressive 17 per¬ 
cent stakes horses from foals. 
Polish Numbers got his ninth 
stakes winner of 2002 with 
Polish Pride’s victory in Laurel 


POLISH MINER HAS 
GOLDEN PEDIGREE 


N orthview Stallion Station 
announced in mid-Novem¬ 
ber that Danzig’s son Polish 
Miner, a multiple graded stakes- 
placed winner of $344,646, will 
stand his first season in 2003 at 
the Chesapeake City, Md., farm. 
The 6-year-old syndicated stal¬ 
lion is offered for $3,500 live 
foal. 

Polish Miner was bred by 
Ogden Mills Phipps, and com¬ 
peted for his breeder until his 
sale to Northview in November. 
Never off the board as a juve¬ 
nile, Polish Miner broke his 


maiden at a mile at Belmont by 
nearly 10 lengths and finished 
second in the Grade 3 Nashua 
Stakes (to Mass Market) and 
third in the Remsen Stakes-G2 
(to Greenwood Lake and Un 
Fino Vino). 

Polish Miner competed 
against top company throughout 
his career. In his first start at 3, 
he finished second to Left Bank 
in an allowance at Gulfstream 
Park. Later that season Polish 
Miner finished third in the 
National Museum of Racing 
Hall of Fame Handicap-G2. 


In his final season of compe¬ 
tition last year, Polish Miner 
placed second in the John D. 
Schapiro Memorial Breeders’ 
Cup Handicap and was third in 
the Grade 2 Knickerbocker 
Handicap. He also finished just a 
little over three lengths behind 
Breeders’ Cup Classic-Gl win¬ 
ner Volponi when fourth in the 
one-mile Poker Handicap-G3 on 
the turf at Belmont Park in July. 

Polish Miner is out of Miner’s 
Game (by Mr. Prospector), a 
winning full sister to top runner 
and leading sire Seeking the 
Gold. An earner of $2,307,000 
in 15 starts, Seeking the Gold 
won the Dwyer Stakes-Gl and 
Super Derby-Gl, but is best 
remembered for his epic battles 
with Forty Niner in the Grade 1 
Travers and Haskell Invitational 
Stakes, in both of which he 
missed by a nose. Seeking the 


Park’s Hail Emperor Stakes on 
November 16. 

Counted among Polish 
Numbers’s best runners to date 
are Peruvian champion miler 
Eithan, Grade 1 winner Tenski, 
multiple graded stakes-winning 
mare Biogio’s Rose and 2002 
graded stakes-winning 3-year- 
old Roman Dancer. 

With progeny earnings ex¬ 
ceeding $3 million in four of the 
past five years, Polish Numbers 
has sired the earners of more 
than $20 million. In 2002, he 
ranked among the top 60 stal¬ 
lions in the nation by progeny 
earnings (through early Decem¬ 
ber) and is fourth on the Mid- 
Atlantic sires list 

At the sales, Polish Numbers 
had the highest average of any 
Mid-Atlantic sire of sales wean¬ 
lings and yearlings in 1999 and 
of weanlings in 2000. Last year, 
four offspring (two yearlings 
and two 2-year-olds) brought 
$100,000 or more. 

Aou hate to lose a horse of 
his quality at such a relatively 
young age,” said Northview’s 
managing partner Richard 
Golden. “He was a pleasant sur¬ 
prise and represented North- 
view very well in the sales ring 
and on the race track during his 
entire career.” 


Gold has sired 50 stakes winners 
(14 Grade 1 winners), including 
European champion and Dubai 
World Cup-Gl winner Dubai 
Millennium. 

Con Game, Polish Miner’s 
second dam, also produced Fast 
Play ($594,545, Remsen S-Gl, 
etc., sire of English and Irish 
champion Lucayan Prince), as 
well as Stacked Pack, a graded 
stakes winner of $268,208, and 
graded stakes-placed Counterfeit 
Money. Another Con Game 
daughter, Tricky Game, is the 
dam of millionaire King Cugat 
and Grade 1-placed Western 
Expression. 

Under Polish Miner’s third 
dam, stakes-winning Broadway, 
appears champion 2-year-old 
filly Queen of the Stage and 
stakes winner Reviewer, sire of 
champions Ruffian and Revi- 
dere.

FIRST STAKES WINNER 
FOR HUSBAND 



Haggs Castle scored by two and a half lengths in Aqueduct’s Cormorant 
Stakes, to become the first stakes winner for Virginia-based sire Husband. 


G rade 1 winner Husband got 
his first stakes winner when 
4-year-old Haggs Castle 
powered to a two and three-quar¬ 
ter-length victory in Aqueduct’s 
Cormorant Stakes for New York- 
breds on November 10. 

Husband, who launched his 
stud career in New York, has 
stood at Albemarle Stud in Free 
Union, Va., since 2001. Bred by 
Peggy Augustus and campaigned 
in the name of Augustus’s Kes¬ 
wick Stable, Husband won the 
$1,000,000 Rothmans Inter¬ 
national Stakes-Gl at 3, defeat¬ 
ing older horses, and was a 
stakes winner in France. The 
Virginia-bred earned $754,672 
from three victories and stakes- 
placings in two Group 2 races in 
10 lifetime starts. 

A half-brother to Italian 
champion Alwuhush, millionaire 


Simply Majestic and stakes win¬ 
ner Pia Bride from the family of 
champion and leading sire 
Blushing Groom (Fr), Husband 
was sold by Augustus for stud 
duty in New York, where he 
stood for five seasons. When the 
opportunity arose, Augustus 
reacquired the son of Diesis 
(GB) and returned him to Vir¬ 
ginia. The 13-year-old stallion 
stands for $1,500 live foal. 

Haggs Castle is one of 12 
winners from 15 starters in 
Husband’s second crop, and 
ranks as his sire’s leading earner. 
The turf-loving Haggs Castle has 
won five times and came close to 
gaining his first stakes victory 
two races before the Cormorant 
when he finished second, beaten 
a neck by I’m All Yours, in the 
Ashley T. Cole Handicap at 
Belmont Park in September. 


After finishing fourth in the 
Mohawk Handicap on New 
York Showcase Day in October 
and racing at distances up to a 
mile and three-eighths, Haggs 
Castle dropped back to a mile 
for the first time in nearly 18 
months for the Cormorant 
Stakes. After trailing most of the 
12-horse field in the early stages, 
Haggs Castle advanced going 
into the second turn and rallied 
with a flourish over the yielding 


course to draw away in the 
stretch. Haggs Castle (1998, out 
of Final Accord, by D’ Ac cord) 
boosted his earnings to $234,565 
in his 19th start.

P ennsylvania stallion Ganday, 
a son of Bold Ruler-line sire 
A Clear Day standing at 
Maeshire Farm near Harrisburg, 
has six foals in his first two 
crops. Two have started and 
both were winners in Novem¬ 
ber. 

Ganday’s first winner came 
on November 7 when his 3- 
year-old daughter Harlee rallied 
in a one-mile claiming event at 
Penn National to draw off to a 
two-length score. Pennsylvania- 
bred Harlee is out of the Ends 
Well mare Off and Runnin’. 

On November 30, Le George, 
a 3-year-old Pennsylvania-bred 
colt out of Ninanevermisses (by 
Buckley Boy) stalked the pace in 
a six-furlong maiden special 
weight at Penn National before 
putting in his rally and pulling 
away to win by a length and 
three-quarters. 

Both runners are owned and 
trained by their breeder John 
Wames, who also co-bred and 
owns their sire. 

Ganday won 10 times in 41 
starts and retired with career 
earnings of $64,757. He is out 
of the winning mare Nag Hag- 
genbed, by the Crozier stallion 
Crobeau.

I A golden era in the history of 
the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association was drawing to a 
close, with longtime field secre¬ 
tary and Maryland Horse editor 
Humphrey S. Finney having 
announced plans to move to New 
York and assume his new role as 
president and general manager of 
Fasig-Tipton auction firm. 

Finney founded The Maryland 
Horse in 1936, and one year later 
moved his family to 1 Dixie 
Drive in Towson, where the 
MHBA office also was situated 
for the next dozen years. 

After Finney left Maryland, 
Stewart S. Sears would continue 
as the MHBAs business manager, 
a capacity in which he had served 
since 1940, and Raleigh S. Bur¬ 
roughs would become the editor 
of The Maryland Horse. The office 
was relocated to another site in 
Towson. 

■ The “Matt Daiger era at old 
Pimlico” had come to an end. At 
80, Pimlico’s general manager 
retired from an epic 54-year 
career, proclaiming “Fve seen the 
lightning and heard the thunder 
and now it is the finish.” 

Pimlico operated as a trotting 
track under the auspices of the 
Maryland Agricultural Society 
when Daiger came aboard in 
1898. The track shifted to 


Thoroughbred racing soon after 
it was sold at public auction (for 
a mere $70,000) in 1904. In the 
waning days of the Daiger era, 
Pimlico again changed hands, for 
a selling price of $2,213,000. 

■ Maryland’s total parimutuel 
wagering figure increased 14.8 
percent in 1952 as compared to 
the previous year. The state’s 12 
race tracks—three major ovals, five 
minor and four harness—han¬ 
dled a reported $134,187,945. 

I The Maryland Horse pulled no 
punches while unveiling the 
Thoroughbred stallion roster for 
1953. While the list was the 
biggest ever, topping 80 horses, 
“the increase in numbers does 
not reflect an improvement in 
class,” noted the magazine, adding, 
“With the exception of the bril¬ 
liant General Staff, his good half- 
brother Noble Impulse and the 
veteran sire of Moonrush, 
^Hunter’s Moon IV, it is doubtful 
if any of the other newcomers 
are likely to be responsible for 
any marked improvement in the 
local breed of Thoroughbreds.” 

I Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s recently 
retired champion race mare Bed 
o’ Roses died unexpectedly on 
January 4 at the age of 6. The 
exact cause of her death was 
unknown at press time. 


I “Colonial Downs: Virginia’s 
future?” was a question posed on 
the cover of The Maryland Horse. 

Laurel Park/Pimlico president 
Joe De Francis unveiled the pro¬ 
posed plan for a new track in 
southeastern Virginia that would 
create a two-state circuit of rac¬ 
ing. 

De Francis’s proposal called 
for racing to shut down in Mary¬ 
land throughout July, August and 
September—a unique and “cru¬ 
cial” aspect, in his view. 

Maryland Horse editor Richard 
W Wilcke noted that “Maryland 
would gain a vastly larger OTB 
market (including the potential 
of D.C.), an exciting Saratoga- 
like summer break, and freedom 
from new competition in Vir¬ 
ginia.” 

Supported by off-track bet¬ 
ting and intertrack wagering, 
along with live racing, purses in 
Maryland and Virginia were 
“conservatively” projected at $68 
million a year, or a year-round 
average of $265,000 a day. 

I The Jockey Club announced 
the election of three new mem¬ 
bers—two of them Marylanders. 

Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association president J.WY. 
(Duck) Martin Jr. became a 
member, along with Stuart S. 
Janney III, proprietor of Locust 


Hill Farm in Glyndon, Md., and 
Texan Hugh A. Fitzsimmons Jr. 

■ Owner Thomas Mellon Evans 
surprised some people when he 
announced the retirement of the 
all-time second leading Virginia- 
bred money-earner Pleasant Tap 
to stud for 1993. 

The 6-year-old son of Plea¬ 
sant Colony earned $2,721,169 in 
32 career starts. He ended his 
career with a second-place finish 
to A.P. Indy in the 1992 Breeders’ 
Cup Classic-Gl. Pleasant Tap 
was to stand at Mellon’s Buck- 
land Farm in Lexington, Ky., for 
a $10,000 stud fee. 

I Maryland continued to bask in 
the glow of the late Northern 
Dancer, five years after the 
world-renowned sire was retired 
from stud duty. 

Northern Park became North¬ 
ern Dancer’s 146th stakes winner 
while racing in France in the final 
weeks of 1992. A $2.8 million 
auction yearling. Northern Park 
was produced from the Pennsyl¬ 
vania-bred mare Mrs. Penny, 
England’s champion 2-year-old 
filly of 1979. 


25 YEARS 
AGO 

I With 322 trips to the winner’s cir¬ 
cle in 1977, Maryland-based KingT. 
Leatherbury truly was king—i.e., 
leading trainer in North America. 

Leatherbury came close to the 
national title when he was second to 
rival Dickie Dutrow in 1975; in 
1976, he was runner-up while Jack 
Van Berg dominated with a record 
496 wins. 

A self-described practitioner of 
“volume racing,” Leatherbury was 
one of Maryland’s “big three” along 
with other high volume claiming 
trainers Dutrow and Bud Delp. 

Leatherbury had 65 horses for 
20 owners, stabled at both Laurel 
and Bowie, and averaged a win 
every racing day. Typically, he 



claimed a horse every other day and lost 
them at the same rate. 

I Dick Woolley, race caller at all Mary¬ 
land tracks since 1971, reflected on his 
craft: 

“Race calling differs from other 
sports,” said Woolley, “because people 
have a tendency to be less forgiving. In a 
football game, somehow it is easier for the 
announcer to say, ‘So and So has caught 
the ball,’ then see he’s made a mistake and 
correct himself. In a race, you just can’t 
say, tit’s Citation in front, no, whoops, it’s 
not Citation.’ That just won’t work.” 

I Maryland’s stewards’ stand underwent 
a major reorganization following the 
retirement of longtime steward Merrall 
MacNeille. The number of stewards was 
increased from three to five, with new¬ 
comers Lawrence Lacey, Clinton P. Pitts 
Jr. and John R. Perry joining J. Fred 
Colwill and Melvin Mackin. 

King T. Leatherbury was “crowned” 25 years ago 
by his wife Linda and jockey Chris McCarron.

William K. (Billy) Boni- 
face returned to the MHBA 
board last spring after having 
previously served from 1988 
to 1990 and from 1993 to 1998. 
His fellow directors promptly 
elected Boniface to serve as 
secretary-treasurer, and as 
such he is more closely in¬ 
volved with the workings of 
the organization than ever be¬ 
fore. 

Boniface has been the breed¬ 
ing division manager of fami¬ 
ly-owned Bonita Farm since 
1982. Bonita currently stands 
the stallions Deputed Testa- 
mony, Mojave Moon, Ops 
Smile and Swear by Dixie, 
and maintains a year-round 
broodmare band of approxi¬ 
mately 65. Boniface expects to 
deliver 50 to 75 foals this 
spring. 

Billy's wife Barbara is a 
mainstay of the operation. 
"My wife is tremendous," he 
says. "She is my right-hand 
man, you could say, and I 
couldn't do what I do without 
her. She sees the kids off to 
school in the morning and 
then comes down to the barn 
until they get home in the af¬ 
ternoon. Then she usually 
ends up back at the barn with 
me in the evening." 

Billy and Barbara have 
three children: William R. (al¬ 
so called Billy) is 14, Ben, 10, 
and Bethany, 6. 


Located in Darlington, 
Bonita has 400 acres and such 
amenities as a five-eighth- 
mile training track, 47-stall 
training barn, breeding shed 
and 20 miles of five-board 
fencing. The Boniface family 
and its farm were chronicled 
in the 13-part documentary 
series Thoroughbred that ap¬ 
peared in 2001 on the Animal 
Planet cable TV channel. 

"It's been a challenge," 
Boniface says, "convincing 
people to breed in Maryland 
and then stay to race. What's 
helped me is that Pennsylva¬ 
nia doesn't have the stallion 
market right now. But that 
will change if we don't get 
people to stay here." 

"The reason I came back to 
the [MFiBA] board now," says 
Boniface, "is that I want to see 
someone come out of school 


and want to have a farm and 
stand stallions and have 
broodmares like I do." Young 
people, he says, are not being 
exposed to Thoroughbred rac¬ 
ing in Maryland. 

"If we can improve the 
Maryland-bred program, we 
can do a better job educating 
the public on the industry. I al¬ 
so want to work with the Uni¬ 
versity of Maryland to edu¬ 
cate young people." 

One young person already 
learning the ropes at Bonita is 
Boniface's son Billy. "My old¬ 
est son is in high school," says 
Boniface. "He does foal watch, 
he is capable of foaling and 
can identify any problems. He 
can also handle stallions in the 
shed and helps out his uncle 
Kevin by exercising horses in 
training."

Flying High Farm 
succeeds by design

Flying High Farm's own¬ 
er John Franzone Jr. is trying 
to prove a theory. He wants to 
show that you can breed intel¬ 
ligently and economically and 
still be competitive and suc¬ 
cessful at the track. 

If The Unforgiven, a multi¬ 
ple stakes-winning homebred, 
is any proof, Franzone is prov¬ 
ing his point. 

Franzone and his son, Mary¬ 
land Racing Commission 
member John B. Franzone, 
were bitten by the racing bug 
in 1986 when they claimed 
their first horse in a partner¬ 
ship with their friend Bill 
Kroh. Modest initial success 
led to more claiming horses 
for the Franzones. 

"Most of the horses were 
claimers and then my father 
bought some babies at the 
sales and they didn't do too 
well," says the younger Fran-

zone. "My father decided to 
raise our own instead of buy¬ 
ing them." 

They leased a farm for a 
year in Howard County be¬ 
fore buying the 100-acre prop¬ 
erty that is now Flying High 
Farm in 1994. The Harford 
County farm, just outside 
Hickory, Md., formerly be¬ 
longed to local horsewoman 
Sally Dinning, who operated 
it as Grandview Farm. 

"The farm hadn't been used 
in a while and it needed major 
renovations," John B. Fran¬ 
zone says. "If you touched a 
fence board it came down. We 
regraded the pastures, put in a 
water system, built a new 
barn, renovated the old barn 
and renovated the houses." 

John Franzone Jr. employed 
both his own engineering ex¬ 
pertise and a lot of "fabulous" 
advice from Joe Taylor, of Ken¬ 
tucky's Taylor Made Farm, to 
build a barn that has his hors¬ 
es' best interest in mind. 

"Our barns are more utili¬ 
tarian-looking than you may 
see in Kentucky," says John B. 
Franzone. "But what you can't 
see is what they do from an 
equine health point of view." 

Under the "super clean" 
new barn is four feet of stone. 
The stall floors are made of 
porous asphalt to soak up 
moisture; they are cleaned by 
power-washing and the four 
feet of stone underneath 
drains all the water away. 

"It's the best drainage sys¬ 
tem I've ever seen," says John 
B. Franzone. 

No hay or straw is stored 
in the brick-floor barn to pre¬ 
vent dust from accumulating. 
John Franzone Jr. designed the 
barn with the best possible 
ventilation system and stall 
doors that have openings to 
the inside and outside of the 
barn. 

But for all the careful plan¬ 
ning, you won't usually find 
any of Franzone's 10 to 12 
horses in the new 24-stall 
barn. 

"The horses still spend the 
majority of their time out¬ 
side," says John B. Franzone. 
"No horse wants to be locked 
up; they're herd animals. 
They're going to spend enough 
time in stalls at the tracks."

Besides, says Franzone, the 
dusty conditions at race tracks 
are the opposite of the healthy, 
clean air environment John 
Franzone Jr. has created back 
at his farm. 

"There's so much dust and 
contamination at the tracks. 
It's like putting an asthmatic 
in a dust bowl," says John B. 
"The conditions at the track 
aren't that great and as soon 
as a horse gets a little sour we 
bring them back to the farm." 

John Franzone Jr. breeds 
his broodmares, who these 
days number three or four, 
and then raises the foals on 
the farm until he deems them 
fit and ready to be sent off to 
trainer Dale Capuano. 

Usually, Flying High 
Farm's horses arrive at the 
track in the fall of their second 
year, and begin their careers 
as 3-year-olds. 

The Franzones believe that 
running 2-year-olds can be 
like catching "lightning in a 
bottle and most owners get 
devastated," according to 
JohnB. 

Their strategy is paying off. 
"We have modest horses, not 
huge investments," says John 
B. Franzone. "But for the level 
we've invested in them we've 
had a lot of success. We win 
our share of claiming and al¬ 
lowance races." 

The Unforgiven, a 1994 
daughter of Hawkster and the 
Key to the Mint mare Dance to 
the Mint, is Flying High Farm's 
biggest success so far. The 
mare, named for the Western 
movie starring Clint East- 
wood, earned $287,909 in 42 
starts. 

She won three stakes races, 
including the 1999 Alma 
North Handicap. Her five 
stakes placings included a sec¬ 
ond in the Grade 3 All Along 
Stakes at 4. 

The Unforgiven was John 
Franzone Jr.'s first foal from 
Dance to the Mint, whom he 
bought sight unseen, for 
$28,000, when she was con¬ 
signed to the 1994 Fasig-Tip- 
ton Midlantic February sale 
with The Unforgiven in utero. 
His daughter, Paige Schultz, 
who was at that time manag¬ 
ing Flying High Farm, spotted 
the mare in the sales catalogue 


and Franzone bought the 
mare before the auction. 

Dance to the Mint went on 
to produce Blackhearted, a 
Southern Halo colt whom 
Franzone sold at the 1998 
Keeneland September Year¬ 
ling sale for $75,000. 

Today, The Unforgiven and 
her dam are still at Flying 
High Farm. Both were bred 
last year in Kentucky but 
aborted. 

In 2003, Flying High hopes 
to have some success with a 4- 
year-old Two Punch filly 
named With Faith. "She's 
shown some freaky speed," 
says the son. They also have a 
2-year-old colt who looks 
promising. "You're always op¬ 
timistic." 

At the heart of Flying High 
Farm's operation is John Fran¬ 
zone Jr. himself. He has super¬ 
vised every facet of the farm 
since the very beginning. 

"My father oversaw every¬ 
thing from where to put the 


nails in the fence to detailed 
drawings," says the younger 
Franzone. "He drew all the 
lines for the water in the pas¬ 
tures. He's always working on 
new mechanical projects." 

Even today, at the age of 
83, Franzone is managing the 
farm. He continues to design 
and has created a do-it-your- 
self kit for installing a run-in 
shed, which he is considering 
marketing to horse owners as 
an economical alternative to 
hiring a contractor. 

"He wants to have good 
horses and enjoy going to the 
track and being successful," 
says John B. Franzone of his 
father's goals as a breeder and 
owner. "He does it as a love of 
life experience. His view is 
any fool can spend big money 
to get a horse. But how can 
you produce smartly-bred, 
economical and competitive 
horses?" 

Thoroughbreds are not the 
only thing the Franzone father 


and son share. In 1952, John 
Franzone Jr. was working as 
an engineer when he started 
toying with plastics. A year 
later he started Fawn Indus¬ 
tries, back when the use of 
plastics was still in its infancy. 

Today, Fawn Industries has 
grown into a worldwide oper¬ 
ation producing injected 
molded plastics for the auto¬ 
mobile industry. The compa¬ 
ny builds products such as 
fronts of car radios in plants in 
North Carolina and Mexico 
and works with other compa¬ 
nies in China and Europe. 

John Franzone Jr. retired in 
1985 and John B. Franzone 
took over as CEO of the family 
business based in Timonium. 
The elder Franzone has been 
focusing his engineering and 
mechanical knowledge on the 
equine industry ever since. **

Fasig-Tipton Midlantic East¬ 
ern Fall Yearling sale. 

Aggadan, by Carnivalay 
out of the Horatius mare 
Georgia K, was purchased at 
the yearling auction by top 
Maryland trainer Tony 
Dutrow for $40,000. The chest¬ 
nut colt easily won his first 
start for Dutrow, a maiden 
special weight at Laurel Park 
on March 10, 2002, then was 
sold privately to Sanford 
Goldfarb, a client of Dutrow's 
brother Ricky Dutrow, one of 
the leading trainers in New 
York. 

Aggadan made six starts 
for Goldfarb, all in allowance 
company, registering three 
wins and two seconds (his 
worst showing was a fourth- 
place finish in allowance com¬ 
pany at Churchill Downs) be¬ 
fore stepping up to stakes 
competition in the Northern 
Dancer. 

Setting every fraction in 
the mile and an eighth contest, 
Aggadan was hard-pressed to 
hold off a final challenge from 
New York-based This Guns 




















Murray, the Benders could 
count six stakes winners in 
their arsenal. Others were 
Maryland Million Turf hero 
La Reine's Terms, Buenos 
Dias, Secret River, Cruise 
Along and Certantee. 

Boca Flyer, a second-gener¬ 
ation Bender homebred, is a 
big strong gray gelding who 
waited until May of last year's 
3-year-old season to make his 
first start. He won a maiden 
special weight at Pimlico in 
June, his third outing, then 
came right back to score in al¬ 
lowance company on the turf 
at Colonial Downs in July. 

After that, Murray sent Bo¬ 
ca Flyer out to finish third in 
both the Japan Racing Associa¬ 
tion Stakes (Laurel, July 28) 
and Vincent Moscarelli Memor¬ 
ial Stakes (Delaware Park, Au¬ 
gust 17). 

The Finney was Boca Fly¬ 
er's best performance to date. 
He stalked the early pace set 
by longshot Goldenalden's 
Card, then dueled odds-on fa¬ 
vorite Hay Getoutofmyway 
through the stretch and pre¬ 
vailed by the proverbial bob 
of a nose in a final mile and an 
eighth time of 1:51.68.

Boca Flyer (by El Prado- 
Ire) is the third foal and sec¬ 
ond stakes performer for his 
dam Bocamis, a 1990 daughter 
of Miswaki. The Benders bred 
Bocamis from the Raja Baba 
mare Ngan Gung, whom they 
purchased for $80,000, in foal 
to Secreto, at the 1989 Keene- 
land January sale. 

"Just a cut under a real nice 
horse," in the words of Larry 
Murray, Bocamis won or 
placed in 16 of 29 starts, in¬ 
cluding seconds in three Mary- 
land-bred stakes (the What a 
Summer, Politely and Jameela), 
for earnings of $98,196. 

Bocamis hinted at her quali¬ 
ty as a producer with Boca 
Flyer's year-older half-brother 
Valid Ticket ($57,364,3rd Mor- 
ven S, PTHA Juvenile S). 

Murray also has high hopes 
for Bocamis's just-turned 2- 


y ear-old filly by French 
Deputy. 

Although she has been bar¬ 
ren after breedings in Ken¬ 
tucky the past two seasons, 
Bocamis remains a member of 
the broodmare band at the 
Benders's Glade Valley Farms 
in Frederick, Md. Her 2003 
mating was as yet undecided.

Effective February 1, 2003, forms 
to register PA-breds for Breeding Fund 
eligibility will require additional inform 
mation from breeders, as part of an ef¬ 
fort to further refine the registration 
process. 

The affidavit of registration informa¬ 
tion, which is signed by the breeder, has 
been expanded to include an acknowl¬ 
edgement by the applicant agreeing to 
provide any additional information re¬ 
quested by PHBA, in its statutory role 
as registrar, to confirm information sub¬ 
mitted with the registration. Should the 
applicant fail to cooperate, PA-bred 
registration may be withheld or with¬ 
drawn. 

Breeders will be required to detail 
where the foal or mare fulfilled his or 
her 90-day domicile requirement by 
providing appropriate dates, farm loca¬ 
tion and an attesting signature from the 
farm owner as to the information stated. 
If the farm owner attests to false, inac¬ 
curate or fraudulent information, future 
participation in the Breeding Fund pro¬ 
gram may be denied. 

The new application also clarifies 
registration eligibility as to the 90-day 
domicile requirement. For the foal crop 
of 2000 and after, either the foal or 
his/her dam must reside in Pennsylvania 
for at least 90 days during the year of 
foaling. The 90 days do not need to be 
consecutive, but must occur during the 
year of foaling. 



Ron Perozzi, a strong supporter 
of the Pennsylvania breeding program, 
has never been one to back away from a 
challenge. “If you don’t live on the 
edge, you are taking up too much 
room,” is how Perozzi sums up his view 
on life.

vember 16. Perozzi’s homebred pulled 
off one of the most talked-about upsets 
to take place anywhere in the country 
last season, as she defeated the Bobby 
Frankel-trained favorite Glia by a hard- 
fought neck, paying $66.20. 

It was not the first time that Caught 
in the Rain showered her backers with a 
generous mutuel return. Perozzi’s filly is 
undefeated in her last three starts, all on 
turf and none at odds lower than 16-1.

captured the Pennsylvania Nursery on 
November 16 at Philadelphia Park. 

Both started as favorites, and headed 
good-sized, contentious fields in the 
$50,000-added stakes. 

A Vision in Gray (by Two Punch) was 
born early in a year (2000) that ended 
most sadly for Derry Meeting, as the farm’s 
founder, famed horseman Marshall Jen- 
ney died unexpectedly that November. 

“It meant a lot to me to win this 
race,” said Bettina Jenney, who is carry- 
ing on the Derry Meeting operation, 
with notable success. “And it would 
have meant a lot to Marshall.” 

A Vision in Gray, sold by Derry 
Meeting at the 2001 Fasig-Tipton Mid- 
lantic Eastern Fall Yearling sale for 
$27,000, campaigns for trainer Tim 
Ritchey, who owns her in partnership 
with Lorraine Barberino. But the filly’s 
roots are firmly planted at Derry Meet¬ 
ing, where her dam Red Border (by Red 
Ransom), granddam Ground Pine (by 
Vice Regent) and great-granddam Green 
Boundary (by Robellino) all were foaled 
and raised. 

Green Boundary won the 1987 
Philadelphia Handicap and placed in 


three other stakes, including the Grade 
3 Little Silver Handicap, before retiring 
as a broodmare at Derry Meeting, where 
she produced stakes winners East of Easy 
($254,533) and Trevelyan ($183,578). 

The first foal for her dam, who was 
unraced, A Vision in Gray had started 
only once before breaking her maiden 
in the Blue Mountain. She was dis¬ 
patched as 9-5 favorite of the 10 assem¬ 
bled for the six-furlong event, and led 
all the way, posting fractions of :22.24, 
:45.94, :58.97 and 1:12.91 for her four 
and a half-length score. 

Ritchey, who trained a runner foaled 
at Derry Meeting—Arlene Daney’s Do¬ 
cent—to win the 2002 Maryland Mil¬ 
lion Classic, expressed his gratitude to 
Jenney by sending her a bouquet of 
flowers after the Blue Mountain. 

The connections of Pennsylvania 
Nursery hero Yo do not extend nearly as 
far within the Keystone State, but Yo is 
farther along in his career than his filly 
counterpart. 

The PA Nursery was the third victo¬ 
ry in a row, all at Philadelphia Park, for 
the chestnut colt owned by Edward A. 
Rudley and trained by Edward Coletti 
Jr. He broke his maiden in his second 
attempt, on August 27, and returned to 
a four and and quarter-length triumph

at the Races (October 5), capturing the 
mile and a sixteenth Mrs. Penny Stakes 
at 31 -1 against older mares. 

She added a victory in allowance 
company at Aqueduct on October 23 
before the fateful trip to Churchill 
Downs. 

The Mrs. Revere Stakes boosted 
Caught in the Rain’s career earnings to 
$189,506 from seven career starts. 


Named for an Irving Berlin song 
from a Fred Astaire and Ginger Rogers 
movie, Caught in the Rain was foaled at 
the Lyman family’s Maui Meadow Farm 
in West Chester. 

Perozzi privately purchased Caught 
in the Rain’s dam Jinger Feathers (an 
unraced daughter of Fred Astaire) and 
bred her to Petionville upon the advice 
of bloodstock adviser Dr. Robert Fish¬ 
man, who, Perozzi notes, “loved the 
multiple combinations of Tom Fool and 
*Ribot in the pedigree.” The result of 
that mating was Caught in the Rain. 

Caught in the Rain followed close 
on the heels of another graded stakes- 
winning PA-bred who campaigned as a 
homebred for Perozzi—Iron Punch. 

Iron Punch ($335,280)—also foaled 
at Maui Meadow—won three stakes, in¬ 
cluding the Grade 3 Philadelphia Park 
Breeders’ Cup Handicap, and set Phila¬ 
delphia Park’s existing six-furlong track 
record of 1:07.89. 


in the Storm Cat Stakes on Pennsylva¬ 
nia’s Day at the Races (October 5). 

Installed as odds-on favorite in a field 
of nine for the PA Nursery, Yo drove 
clear in midstretch and won by a length, 
completing the seven furlongs in 
1:25.33 over a sloppy track. The victory 
boosted his career earnings to $87,640. 

Dreyfuss, who practices geriatric 
medicine, rose to national prominence 
in the late 1990s when he began buying 
a large number of horses at auction. His 
breeding stock is spread among a num¬ 
ber of farms, including those in Ken¬ 
tucky, Florida and Ohio, as well as 
Pennsylvania. 

Yo was foaled at Connie and Bob Nes- 
teruk’s Full House Farm in Doylestown. 

Dreyfuss bought Yo’s dam Talcum 
Dee (by Talc) at an Ocala Breeders’ Sales 
Company auction in October 1999 for 
$15,000, with Yo (by Valid Wager) in 
utero. He sold the mare for $17,000 (in 
foal to Cryptoclearance) at the 2001 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic February Mixed 
sale. 

Yo was sold by Dreyfuss for $22,000 
at the 2001 Keeneland September Year¬ 
ling sale. 


More license 
applications 
received 

The Pennsylvania State Horse 
Racing Commission, at its December 4, 
2002, meeting, acknowledged receipt of 
two more applications for a license to 
conduct Thoroughbred racing in the 
state. 

Horsemen’s Park, LLC, a group of 
Philadelphia horsemen headed by 
prominent attorney Salvatore DeBun- 
da, has proposed a one-mile track that 
would be located in the immediate 
Philadelphia area. 1935, Inc., has asked 
the commission to consider its applica¬ 
tion for a track to be built in the City of 
White Oak, Allegheny County. 

Currently before the commission is 
an application from Philadelphia Park’s 
president Robert Green for Seaport 
Park, to be located in the city of Ches¬ 
ter, Delaware County. Seaport Park, a 
five-eighths-mile facility with no sta¬ 
bling area, would run alternately with 
Philadelphia Park. 
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PH BA president Ray Hamm 
outlines potential impact of slots 


The following is the text of PHB A presi¬ 
dent Ray D. Hamm's letter which was sent 
to the editors of more than 50 Pennsylvania 
newspapers just prior to the adjournment of 
the 2001-2002 Pennsylvania legislative ses¬ 
sion. 

Pennsylvania’s agricultural community 
has long been known for its strength and 
breadth. Its economic and social contri¬ 
butions are substantial to Pennsylvania’s 
way of life. It is a most valuable asset, and 
in this day of for-the-moment living, its 
valuable traditions must be preserved. 

A little-known ingredient to our agri¬ 
cultural community is the breeding of 
race horses—an enterprise that collec¬ 
tively preserves open spaces of over 
500,000 acres dedicated to breeding and 
raising horses, and producing the grains, 
hay and straw necessary for their care. 

A Penn State University study done 
in the mid-nineties identified horse rac¬ 
ing’s annual contribution to the state’s 
economy at over $600 million, and esti¬ 
mated Pennsylvania’s racing related as¬ 
sets at $1.2 billion. 

However, economic incentives from 
neighboring states designed to lure local 
horse breeders, and valuable farmland 
vulnerable to development, combine to 
contribute to an uncertain future for our 
industry-within-an- industry. 


A remedy for this uncertainty sits with 
Pennsylvania’s General Assembly in the 
form of proposed legislation to add slot 
machines at Pennsylvania’s licensed race¬ 
tracks. 

Purses drive the racing industry. By 
designating an amount of the slot rev¬ 
enues for purses, Pennsylvania’s race 
horse industry will get the shot in the arm 
necessary to remain competitive. Dela¬ 
ware and West Virginia have already 
done it, New York is doing it, and Mary¬ 
land and Ohio both plan to do it. 

Without slots at Pennsylvania’s race¬ 
tracks, the pressures on horsemen to 
leave Pennsylvania in quest of higher 
purses will only increase. Without horse¬ 
men, the state’s racing and breeding in¬ 
dustries are doomed to a downward spiral 
of extinction. 

Additionally, slots as currently pro¬ 
posed should provide Pennsylvania with 
nearly $500 million in additional tax rev¬ 
enues—this at a time when senior citizen 
prescription programs, educational needs, 
and property tax reform dominate bud¬ 
getary woes in Harrisburg. 

Sustain Pennsylvania’s agricultural 
community. Save its horse racing indus¬ 
try. And generate much-needed tax rev¬ 
enues. Slots at the racetracks—a win, 
win, WIN!

Living at the barn

I t’s the brown colts second day under 
tack. He stands quietly in the stall, cast¬ 
ing furtive glances toward the man press¬ 
ing against his near side. 

There is a lot of patting, slapping and 
walking in a circle. The man, Charlie 
McCann, gets a leg halfway up until his 
weight is leaning on the colts back. 

McCann looks too young to have been 
doing this work for decades. The ground 
man leading the colt, Sam (Bo) Ball, is, 
according to McCann, a wizard with the 
youngsters. Ball has been at the farm 
since he was 12. 

Relative newcomer Molly Lippin- 
cott, who “helps with anything and 
everything,” also earns praise from her 
cohorts. 

Its like that at Dog Patch Farm in 
Warrenton,Va. Horses and humans alike 
get credit where credit is due. Orches¬ 
trated by Sharon (Sam) Maloney, Dog 
Patch is favored by a core of Virginia 
trainers as a place for starting their year¬ 
lings and young runners. “Barbara 
Graham was my first client,” says 
Maloney. “Then Paul Fout sent some 
yearlings, and it took off from there.” 

Current clients include Beverly 
Steinman, Althea (Robin) Richards, Buckingham Farm, Morgans 
Ford Farm, Mike Prentiss, Whitewood Farm and Barbara Graham. 

“When we first started with Barbara, we’d get a group of yearlings 
for 30 days, send them back, and get another group,” muses Maloney. 
“Now I like to have them for 90 days. In 90 days, we can get them 
going like old horses.” Training formats differ, however, according to 
the owners’ and trainers’ needs. Some yearlings get started in the fall, 
go home to be turned out for the winter, and return in the spring for 
a refresher course or to be readied for the track. “We do this year- 
round,” says Maloney. 

“We’ve been getting some people’s yearlings for so many years that 
it’s like family,” smiles Maloney. “You get to know what each family is 
going to be like to break.” 

Dog Patch not only feels like a family affair, it is. Maloney’s broth¬ 
er Kevin, a former show jumping rider, does his share of the riding. 
The farm itself has belonged to Maloney’s family since before she was 


born. Maloney’s house is situated next 
to the barn. “There’s something to be 
said for living next to the barn,” she 
adds.“We had a horse that needed med¬ 
icine four times a day, and it’s handy to 
be here.” 

Dog Patch features a half-mile wood 
chip track where two and three sets typ¬ 
ically go out at a time. Settled naturally 
into the countryside, the track follows 
the lay of the land, with gentle rises.The 
three authentic Virginia barns’ distinc¬ 
tive dark green color makes them a local 
landmark. 

Each morning the Dog Patch young¬ 
sters come inside to eat. After being rid¬ 
den, they are turned back out in the 
fields, where they have their second 
meal. Babies typically spend the first 
week learning to be handled, tacked up 
and longed. After being acquainted with 
a saddle for an average of two to three 
days, the yearling gets McCann on his 
back. Maloney watches, overseeing but 
not micromanaging. Her good humor, 
common sense and keen appreciation 
set the tone for a harmonious barn 
environment. 

Maloney campaigned show horses in 
her youth, riding with horse show great DelmarTwyman. She tends to 
minimize her talents; but at the prestigious Devon Horse Show she 
won three jumping classes and the championship on her horse Crag’s 
Corner. Her race horses, whom she keeps with Jimmy Murphy, have 
included stakes horses and stakes winners. 

Maloney is the daughter of trainer John Maloney and the niece of 
trainer Jim Maloney, her father’s twin brother. Starting in Aiken in 
1969 with Willard Thompson and then Camden with Ronnie Hough¬ 
ton, she earned her stripes for the next ten years working for four Hall 
of Fame trainers—Jim Maloney, Henry Clark, Buddy Hirsch and Allen 
Jerkens, her self-proclaimed “idol.” 

She galloped, she ponied. She got her trainer’s license. She won. 
Then she returned home to Virginia. She wasn’t home long before the 
yearlings started coming. To her credit, she has continued to put suc¬ 
cessful generations of yearlings on the race track.
